Germania drove ashore off West End, Long 
* Branch, and almost at once went to pieces. 
Before the life-saving crew could get to the 
men struggling in the water ten of them 
were drowned. 
The names of the lost, all known with the 
exception of the cook, are:

¥ THE SHIP GOES TO PIECES. 

Fora half-hour the shouts of the sailors 
'- gontinued. Suddenly there came a great 
-. erash and the ship’s light disappeared. The 
masts had faiien and the vessel broke in two 
‘by the great waves that broke with such 
force that they showered the spray com- 
pletely over and hid the battered hull. Then 
> the cries ceased. ‘ 
_ By thistame Wardell and his men drove 
- ‘wp with the life-saving apparatus. One spar 
~ only was standing, about which some five or 
“six sailors were clinging. The life lice was 
_* + fired from the Lyle gun within three minutes 
_ fromthe time of the crew’s arrival. 
_ t the same instant a heavy wave struck 
_ ¢ the wreck and curried off the last remaining 
Spar. Instattly the vessel broke up; aiid te- 
_ \fore the line reached the wreck she had sunk

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@ _s.into the boiling waters. The seas were tre- 
@ mendous. 


The five or six sailors that had been seen 
_ @nthe wreck were discovered floating on 
_. empty barrels and broken spars. Charley Den- 
Ring, one of the shoremen, saw by the phos- 
_ phorescent reflection on the water two men 
_ Strugglingin the surf. He boldly jumpedoff 
_ ‘the bluff into the sea. One after the other 
’ he brought them safely to shore. When he 
- reached them they were almost exhausted. 
Had it not been for his aid both men would 
- bave been lost in the deadiy undertow. 
-» These men were Louis Berlach, sailmaker, 
+ @nd the first mate, Doyan. 
Meantime the life-saving crew had not 
been idic. They had plunged into the sea 
' with lines and brought to shore the boys 
who were cimging to spars and wreckage in 
"> the surf. The bright lignts of the life-savers 
- ‘were sent over the waves and repeated 
searches failed to show another survivor. 
All the restof the crew but the four who 
_ bad been so bravely rescued had gone down 
‘With the wreck. 
EXPERIENCE OF A SURVIVOR 
Gustave Hilien, one of the rescued men, 
Said that he wason deck when the vessel 
struck. He had thought for some time they 
' Were getting too close to shore. The wind 
- end sea were high, but the Captain 
|. didn’t seem to notice the danger he 
" Was running into. “I think the Captain 
' Was intoxicated and so were some 
_. of the other men on deck. We sailed on in 
» the direction in which we had seen land be- 
- fore night closed in. A little before 6 o'clock 
- the vessel struck, apparently on a sand bar. 
' There was a panic on board, and the 
Captain’ seemed to lose his head. 
Everybody went running about the deck. 
Capt. Windhorst was in a_ terrible 
--rage. Heran upto the man at the wheel 
shouting and cursing and brandishing a re- 
- Yolver. He yelled that he would shoot the 
man. Just then a huge wave dashed over 
the vessel. It struck the Captain ana car- 
ried him-away with the revolver in his hand. 

We didn’t see him again. P 

“I jumped overboard and struggled as 
as long as I could in the waves. ‘Then I lost 
consciousness until I was dragged ashore.” 

. Mate Doyer admitted that there was rum 
on board, but he did not know whether the 
Captain was drunk, as it was his watch be- 
low. : 

The Germania was owned by D. H. Watzen 

&Co. of Bremen. She was old, but regard- 
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istered 800 tons. The survivors said that she 
_- “Was noi in good condition, and tha} was why 
she went to pieces so quickly. 
It is reported that a big schooner was 
wrecked near Long Branch late tonight. 
Her name cannot be ascertained. 
A barge from Philadelphia, for New Lon- 
don, Conn., sunk off Long Branch this after- 
noon. Allon board are believed to have been 
lost.

RESCUED FROM A STRANDED BOAT. 


Quick Work Saves the Crew of the Alilan- 
dale—Two Missing Schooners. 

Toronto, Ont., Nov. 27.—A dispatch was 
received here this afternoon announcing that 
& vig schooner was ashore at Port'Credit, the 
Crew in danger, and asking that the life boat 
be sent. A special train with the Toronto 
life boat and crew left at3o’clo¢k for the

GALE ON THE LAKES, 


Mate of the Steamer Ida E, Swift Over- 
board—The Storm at the Straite. 

Mitwavuker, Wis., Nov. 27.—|Special.]— 
Frank Sherman, mate of the steam barge 
ida E., was swept overboard by a heavy 
sea thirty miles northeast of this port at 2’ 
o’ciock this morving and drowned. Sher- 
man Was a single man, about 30 years of age, 
and lived in Milwaukee. 

The Ida E. is lumber laden for Chicago, and 
is in the harbor for shelter with the Susie 
Chipman and Roanoke, also lumber-laden for 
Chicago. The schooners L. A. Simpson, with 
lumber for Chicago, and City of Erie,‘ loaded 
for Sheboygan, are behind the breakwater. 
The steamers Lackawanna and Susquehanpba, 
louded for Buffalo, are detained by the heavy 
gale and snow-storm. The H. J. Jewétt, 
which came her to load, will return to Chi- 
cago to lay up. o 

Mackinaw City, Mich., Nov. 27.—This‘is 
one of the worst storms that bave ever visited 
this section during the season of open nav- 
Such boats as may weather> it 
should be classed as exceedingly fortunate. 
The gale, which began about 6 p. m. yester- 
day from the east, has gradually worked 
round to the north and increased in velocity. 
Ithas snowed steadily since 10 o’clock this 
morning. The weather is cold. No boats 
have been seen to pass this atternoon. At 9 
p. m. the storm is still raging. 

Port Huron, Mich., Nov. 27.—[Special.]— 
A heavy southeast gale has been blowing 
last night and today, and vessels caught out 
on Lake Huron are experiencing the hardest 
kind of times. The barge J. H. Rutter, in 
tow of the steamer J. H. Farwell, lost her 
tore, main, and mizzen masts on Lake Huron 
last nignt. The steamer T. 8S. Christie a 
back from Point aux Barques, having shiftéd 
her cargo of coal. The propeller Clarion ar- 
rived down this evening, and reports ex- 
tremely bad weather on Lake Huron. She 
shifted her cargo of flaxseed and flour. The 
tug Kate Williams, towing the schooners 
White Star and Harvev Bissell, went ashore 
in last night’s blinding snow-storm two miles 
above Point Edward on tne Canaca side. 
She was pulled off this evening by the tugs 
Howard and Hiawatha. Her smokestack 
and- rudder are gone. Otherwise she is hot 
much damaged. Herconsorts came in safely. 

The steambarge Kittie M. Forbes, bound 
down, with the schooner Twin Sisters in tow, 
eneountered extremely rough weather on 
Saginaw Bay last night.

LOOK OUT FOR THE BLIZZARDS. 


The Signal Service Bureau Says There Will 
Be Big Storms Today. 

WasuinotTon, D. C., Nov. 27.—The storm 
has remained pearly stationary but has in- 
creased greatly in intensity, and the danger 
from the gales on the lakes will be much 
enhanced by the severe character of the 
cold wave. Heavy gales will also prevail on 
the New Engiaad and Middle Atlantic coasts, 
and special precautions should be taken to 
protect maritime interests on the lakes and 
on the threatened seaboard. 

The rain has already turned to snow in 
Indiana, ana the change will progress much 
farther to the eustward during tonight and . 
Thursday. . 

Lieut. Thompson, the indications officer at 
the Signal Service Bureau, said tonight that 
the weather map resembles the conditions 
more closely than he has ever known before 
that existed on the night preceding the great 
blizzard last March a year ago. Out in Da- 
Kota the thermometer is alreadv down to 14° 
below zero, and he says that it will go 
away down, possibly 25 or more tonight. 

The rainstorm in this locality Will stop 
the cold wave for a time, but afterwards the 
people will haye to look out. He thinks there 
will be little snow as far south as Washinc-* 
ton, and that there may be heavy frost in the 
North and West. 

New York, Nov. 28.—Advices from the 
north teil of severe weather. At Torgnto 
the gale is terrific. A fleet of loaded schoon- 
ers anchored in the bay awaiting wharf 
room-are fast going to pieces.

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ARREST OF TWO OFFICERS OF THE BANK. 


President Young and Cashier Hoerr Accus- 
et of Crooked Tran«actionsa. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., Nov. 27.—[Special.]—Af- 
fairs of the Lawrence bank took a sensa- 
tional turn today when warrants were issued 
for the arrest of William W. Young, Presi- 
dent, and John Hoerr, Cashier. The prose- 
cutor is Thomas McCaffrey, brother of Domi- 
neck McCaffrey, the prize-fighter, who is en- 
gaged in the real-estate business and had 
about $4,00in the bank, baving deposited 
$470 the day of the crash. The proceeding 
was brought under a recent act of the Legis- 
lature which makes it an offense punishable 
by three years’ imprisonment and a fine equal 
to double the amount involved for an officer 
of any banking institution to receive a de- 
posit knowing the concern to be insolvent. 
Hoerr was arrested at noon aca released on 
$2,500 bail. Young entered security later in 
the day. The proceeding is looked upon as 
atestof the new law and other action, are 
likely to follow. Cashier Hoerr admits that 
Long & Co., the iron manufacturers, over- 
drew their account pearly $150,000. A’num- 
ber of the depositors have organized to en- 
deavor to retrive their losses, but John Mat- 
thews, who has $51,000 in the broken bank, 
boldly charges that the committee is com- 
posed of politicians who will only add to the 
injury infiicted. President Young now ad- 
mits that depositors will not get ali their 


money. 
WISCONSIN’S INFORMAL HANGING. 


Public Demand for the Prosecution of All 
Impticated tn the Olsen Lynching. 

Mitwavkbe, Wis., Nov. 27.—[Special. |—As 
fuller detaiis of the lynching of Hans Jacob 
Olsen in the little town of Preston are: dis- 
closed they become more revoltung, all the 
more so, too, from the fact that there was no 
other cause for his lynching than that he had 
ill treated his family and was considered a 
general nuisance in the neighborhood. The 
people of Trempealeau County have become 
thoroughly aroused over the murder, which 
is undoubtedly one of the most cruel, coid- 
blooded, and inexcusable ever committed in 
Wisconsin, and the public sentiment de- 
mands that all who were implicated should 
be prosecuted. Young Bersing, who gave 
himself up, has furnished the county authori- 
ties with the names of all present and -what 
was said and done. His most startling dis- 
closure is that Olsen’s own son,.a young 
man of 17 years, assisted the vigilantes, even 
pulling on the rope which sent his father into 
eternity. After the rope was first placed 
around Olsen’s neck he was told that his life 
would be spared if he would leave the 
county. Probably thinking that his captors 
were only trying to trighten him, Olsen, was 
obstinate and his oniy reply was a volley of 
oaths.

The Maine Man and His Friends 
Seem to Want the Earth. 


PARCELING OUT THE OFFICES. 


Bosses Platt and Quay Trying to Get 
Everything in Their Own Hands. 


RAILROADS ARE ALL FOR REED. 


Pressure .Brought to Bear on All Friends of 


the Corporations, 


OTHER NEWS FROM THE CAPITAL CITY. 


- Wasntnetonx, D. C., Nov. 27.—[Special.]— 


This was hammer-and-tongs day in the Speak- 
ership fight. The Western candidates ham- 
mered Mr. Reed so enthusiastically that the 
Maine candidate roared that it was not fair. 
On the other band, Bosses Quay and Platt 
used Jim Hilt and other railroad syndicates 
asthe tongs with which to pinch some un- 
fortunate Representatives who don’t know 
theirown minds when corporate interests 
bear down on them. Half a dozen Western 
constituencies seem to be asleep. to: the 
fact that the votes of their members for 
Speaker are to be disposed of by the 
Canadian Pacific and its allies. They 
will wake ip to the situation when too late 
The storm center was in New 

Mr. Belden was joined by Sen- 
Hiscock, and these two rivais showed 
at they were harmonious on the election 
of Reed. Boss Piatt remains in New York, 
but directs all the movements which are 
made. It has been finally arranged that the 
New York delegation shall eat Thanksgiving 
turkey with Mr. Belden at the Arling- 


ton. The talk about the unit rule 
has aroused so much resentment. that 
it is doubtful if any attempt will be 


made to enforce it either in New York or 
Pennsylvacia. The New-Yorkers will prob- 
ably rely on moral. suasion. They will point 
out tothe rebellious members that inasmuch 
as two-thirds of the delegation favor Reed, 
the others ought to come in without question- 
ing the wisdom of that choice. Kepresenta- 
tive Flood of Elmira was among today’s ar- 
rivais, and he reiterated his intention to sup- 
port McKinley. He said he knew the senti- 
ment of his own district. and did 
not need to be guided by the 
advice of members from other districts. 
Representative Baker of the Rochester 
District also renewed his allegiance to Bur- 
rows. Representative Delano, who is a warm 
fmend of Mr. Cannon and wants to see the 
lilincisan Speaker, intimated that one or two 
votes in favor of Reed would wipe out his 
obligation and he would then support Can- 
non. It is the knowledge of this half-hearted 
support of Reed ia the East that encourages 
all the Western candidates to keep their 
forces together until the backbone of the 
Maine candidacy can be broken. 

The Westera combination was stiffened a 
good deal this afternoon by an exposure ot 
the fact that Bosses Piatt and Quay were 
seekicg not merely to dictate the choice of 
Speaker butalso to put their own men in all 
the offices which *therrlows® his at fis dis- 
posal. Quayistoname the Clerk and Platt 
the Sergeant-at-Arms. They may also find a 
New Englander for Doorkeeper, though they 
are promising this position to the Southern- 
ers for seven votes for Reed. It had been 
the intentuon to keep secret the candidacy of 
Platt’s man for Sergeant-at-Arms, but the 
truth leaked out this afternoon. The Wis- 
consin friends of Capt. Wheat have been led 
to believe that the Reed managers were 
friendly to him as a candidate for, Doorkeep- 
er, but they have been badly fooled.’ The 
votes for Reed in that section are said to be 
sure in any contingency, and Messrs. Piatt 
and Quay are not dealing out patron- 
age where they don’t have to do it. 


The Wisconsin soil is plowed by all 
the candidates for Speaker. and they 
all seem to be turning upsomething. It has 


been feareti that Mr. Caswell would not be 
able to attend the caucus because of sickness 
in bis family, but word was received tonight 
that he would arrive tomorrow evening. Mr. 
Van Schaick will bein Friday morning, and 
the delegation will hold a meeting that after- 
noon with a view to securing united action. 
This is not possible on the first ballot or two, 
because most of the members have declared 


different preferences and feel they can- 
not honorably change till their first 
choice has had a_ chance. Haugen 


and La Follette are for Keed, Casweil 
and Thomas are for Cannon, McCord for Mc- 
Kinley, with both Van Schaick and Clark un- 
placed. The latter 1s said to lean to Mc- 
Kiniey, while Mr. Van Schaick has been 
friendly to Cannon, though he was said to 
favor Reed for a couple of ballots. The 
status of the delegation will probably be 
settled at Friday’s meeting. There is every 
reason to believe that Mr. Cannon is a strong 
second choice of nearly all the Wisconsin 
members, and they could unite.on him after 
two or three ballots. If such an arrangement 
is made it will goa long way towards elect- 
ing Cannon Speaker and giving the West 
control of the organization of the House. 

In Minnesota the situation is like that in 
Wisconsip. Reed’s managers claim today 
that they have finally secured the votes of 


‘Hall and Comstock. Mr.«(annon has Lind 


and Dunnell, while Snyder is attached to 
McKiniey. One of the men who understand 
the delegates thoroughly said tonignt that 
the one candidate and the only one on whom 
the delegation could unite was Cannon. The 
uncertainty regarding Wilson of Washington 
was ended today by his declaration that he 
would support McKinley» He has been 
quoted for Reed. 

The fight 1s getting warmer as it goes on, 
and nearly every Western man who arrives 
jumps into it with an earnestness that is in- 
teresting to observe. Many of them are 
fighting for nothing on the start but to de- 
feat Reed, and the other candidates cannot 
tell whom they are for. One of them said to 
u reporter last night that twenty-four hours 
before the caucus would be time enough for 


‘them to decide whom to support. ‘fhe mem- 


bers of the Pennsylvania Congressional dele- 
gation will meet Friday. A leading member 
of that delegation and an ardent supporter 
of Mr. Reed said today that he did not 
think any effort would be made to enforce 
the unit rule. They know it can’t be done. 
One of Mr. Reed’s friends said today that 
they were counting on sixteen votes from 
Pennsylvania, but it was possible that 
two of this number would nothold. They 
were sure of fourteen, he thought. Quay, 
however, claims seventeen, and in an esti- 
mate of seventy-five votes for Reed which 
Gen. Bingham was exhibiting toaay seven- 
teen of them were from the Keystone State. 
The Presiaent of the Wool-Growers’ Associa- 
tion and others of the wool men are to be 
here tomorrow to work for McKinley and 
against Quay among the members from the 
wool-growing districts.

Assistant Secretary Tichenor today made 
a ruling of great importance to Chicago and 
all the other cities which import under the 
immediate transportation act. It places 
these on an equal footing with New. York 
and other seaboard ports. Heretofore West- 
ern merchants have had tostand tne de- 
lay and expense of appraisement in New 
York or foot warehouse and cartage charges 
which made profitable imports almost 1m- 
possible. This was especially true of what 
are known as “ seasonabdle goods.”’ 

The Western importers could not comnete 
with those on the seaboard because of this 
disadvantage. Congress was often asked for 
relief, but when a bill was drafted and sub- 
mitted to Secretary Fairchild he reported 
that no legislation was needed. This was 
because the Collector at New York said so. 
Recently Marshall Pield & Co. again 
brought the subject to the attention of the 
Treasury Department. It was referred to 
Assistant Secretary Tichenor, who was also 
of the opinion that Congressional legisiation 
was not necessary because the department 
already had the necessary authority. He 
solved the whole trouble by ruling that im- 
porters at the interiar ports could have their 
goods shipped without deiav by filing the 
bond and the usua! pro forma invoice. In 
other words, in order to get the importations 
on the market the Western merchants are to 
have the same ovrivileges Uthat are accorded 
the seaboard importersi From this date the 
regulation has all the force of statute law. It 
will enable the inland importers to save both 
time and money. Thepeople on the seacoast 
have always opposed the efforts to place 
the Western merchants on an equality with 
themselves because it meant money out .of 
their pockets. Now, however, the immediate 
transportation act will be of some benefit to 
the sections it was Intended to benefit. Chi- 
cago will be the largest gainer, but St. Louis, 
Cincinnati, St. Paul, and all the otber cities 
whith have an import trade will be benefited 
proportionately. 


Notwithstanding the denials that have 
been made by Herr Krupp, the famous Ger- 
man iron founder, itis said on good author- 
ty that his firm contemplates at an’ eariy 
day the establishment of a branch of his 
concern in America, and that sites in 
the mining regions of Pennsylvania and 
Virginia have beeminspected. Herr Krupp 
is said to be anxious to establish an Ameri- 
can gun foundry so as to be safe from the 
dangers ofa European war. He says that 
in case of an javasha SP Germany one of the 
objective points of the hostile army would be 
his gun foundry, and that it would be wiped 
as completely out of existence as fire and 
dynamite could do it. With a foundry in the 
United States he would run no such risk, and 
would have an abundance of raw material 
easily accessible. 


Samuel Strong, whose claim against the 
District has become almost historic, today 
filed a suit against Benjamin F. Butler for 
$250,000 dumages for slander. Gen. Butler 
brought:suit several months ago against Mr. 
Strong fora considerable amount of money 
which he asserted was ue him as contingent 
counsel fees out of the award made to 
Strong. The suit developed some highly in- 
teresting features, among which was the 
production of a paper by Strong which, if 
genuine, would show that Gen. Butler had 


agreed to accept for his services an amount | 


much lower than that named in the suit.

A Mass-Meeting in the Interest of 
Fit Drainage Trustees. 


UNFIT CANDIDATES SCORED. 


The Election is Declared to Be Second 
in Importance to None. 


MAGNITUDE OF THE PLAN SHOWN. 


Speakérs Give Much Valuable Information 
About the Drainage Canal. 


A DISAGREEMENT OVER A COMMITTEE. 


At the much advertised meeting at Cen- 
tral Music-Hall to discuss drainage last even- 
ing the Democrats turned out in force. The 
principal speaker of the evening was Judge 
Prendergast. He spoke eloquently, adroitiy, 
and effectively, as usual. The meeting 
seemed to have been called forthe speciai 
purpose of giving him an opportunity to 
show that he understood the Drainage jaw 
better than anybody else in Chicago. Gen. 
Stiles, 8S. W. Allerton, and A. M. Pence were 
the other speakers,

IMPORTANCE OF THE ELECTION. 

There were probably 500 men in the hall 
when the meeting was calied toorder. Gen. 
W.C, Newberry in opening explained that 
it came to be called by a joint committee of 
the Iroquois and Union League Ciubs and 
that it was important that only the best men 
be selected for Drainage Trustees. 

Franklin H. Head was elected Chairman, 
and before entering on his duties said: 
“This is the most important election ever 
held in the City of Chicago. It is of vastly 
more importance than a presidential election. 
If we had a railroad on which 
every year there were accidents 
killing anuniber of people it would not be 
long before th® “Peopie would riso and de- 
mand that the directors be hangéd and the 
charter of the railroad revoked. But you 
have sat still for years and seen people kilied 
by the bundred by diphtheria and other dis- 
eases caused by impure water. Political 
parties are of great importance when there 
are political questions at stake. [Ap- 
plause.| But when there is no politics 
in it the ovolitical machine is out of 
place. It makes no earthly difference what 
the Mayor of Chicago thinks about the tariff. 
We should eliminate political questions from 
these muuicipal elections. If there wus a 
comsiderable body of independent voters who 
would refuse to vowe for a party candidate 
the politicians would be more decent than 
they have been. This question of extrava- 


‘gance and taxation affects us all, and no one 


is so much interested as the poor men.”’ 

Judge Prendergast told bow he became ac- 
quainted with the drainage subject and how 
he came to be a drainage “crank.” Munici- 
pal matters had nothing to do with parties. 
The bést interests of all the people demanded 
that the principle be recognized that he serves 
his party best who serves the people best. 
The local object of the canal scheme was to 
secure an outlet to Chicago’s drainage and 
keep forever pure the great fresh water sup- 
ply which Nature had provided. 

The speaker went into the history of the 
plan, from the suggestions of the early ex- 
plorers—Joliet, Marquett2, and La Salle—to 
the election that established the Chicago 
Drainage District for the purposes of com- 
merce, sanitation, and defense. The only 
armament the United States had today on 
the lakes consisted of three little steamers of 
not more than 100 tons burden. The Cana- 
dians had asimilar force, according to the 
treaty of Ghent. But canals had been built 
by England through Canada iarge enough to 
admit 120 of the vessels on her naval list into 
the lakes. 

England, he continued, has naval stations all 
around the United States, and could strike 
deadly blows at our commerce, while we have 
nothing at ali on our side but right. Weare as 
open to hostile forces as Mexico was in the time 
of Cortes. Weare asleep in fancied security. 
Chicago is the only place at which the interior 
navigation of the country can find an outlet, as 
she is the only place where it can be defended. 

Chicago has made her bid to the Nation to do 
more than her share in the construction of this 
great channel. Illinois pays one-seventh or one- 
fifth of the internal revenue tax to the Nation, 
and yet has received but a trifle of the National 
wealth in improving her waterways. The ton- 
nage entering and leaving Chicago annually 
is twice «as great as that of New York 
and three times as great as that 
en the éntire Mississippi, yet Con- 
| millions in improving the 
Mississippi. The only important thing that 
Congress has done so far was done in the swamps 
of the Calumet and not in the Chicago River. 
Why did the representatives of the people allow 
these hundreds of thousands of dollars to be di- 
verted in that way? We shall have to ask our 
delegation in Congress. [Applause.] 

The same interests that have stolen this money 
from the people’s treasury ure seeking to control 
thé nominations of both parties at this time, 
And the people were asleep when these amounts 
of money were stolen that ought to have gone 


to the improvement of the Chicago 
River. The only thing that the CGen- 
eral Government has done in improving 


the waters for Chicago, the construction of the 
outer breakwater, has been made to protect the 
right of way of @ great railroad along the lake 


shore. 
CONTRACT V8. DAY LABOR. 


Some people are agitating the question 
whether the work on this great canal shali be 
done by direct employment or by contract. But 
I do think that it is a@ misapprehension to sup- 
pose that the honest labor element which has 
made the suggestion that the work should be 
done by direct employment was actuated %y 
improper purposes. Ihave no doubt that per- 
sons Will use that cry of direct employment for 
improper purposes, the purposes of capturing 
yotes. Now the truth is that boodling and job- 
bery can be done successfully either under the 
contract system or by day iabor. Why go over 
to our Court-House and travel from the County 


Board rooms to the Criminal Court 
and from there to Joliet and you 
will discover something about contracts. 


The most :mportant, perhaps, of the great quasi- 
marine labors of this country bave been carried 
to an honest completion by day labor. The great 
enterprise of removing Hell Gate from New

York Harbor was done almost entirely by day 
labor. Most of the work in the Mississippi 
River is dome by day Jabor. The process of acep- 
ening the St. Lawrence is all done by day labor. 
The true, theory is this. thatan honest ftboard 
will have no jobbery and no soldiering; a dis- 
honest board, or an incompetent board. or a 
sleepy bosrd, or a board that is wide awake to 
the financial advancement of its own members 
will see to it that fraud or jobbery, it may be 
covered with the most innocent contract or 
labor regulations, will take place if such a board 
has its way. Theonly way to prevent jobbery 
and fraud is to have honest men. 

; Jucge Prendergast asked any one desiring 
lightou any point to ask questions, and a 
good-humored, insyructive discussion follow- 
ed, during which the speaker explained 
more fully the method of cumulat:ng votes. 
He referred to the efforts of the canal on 
navigation on the lower Mississippi. It 
would increase, he said, the depth of the 
river by one foot below the mouth of the Iiii- 
nois River and thus increase the running 
capacity of the river and raise the value of 
every pound of cotton in the South. 

“It is necessary,”’ he said, “to elect men 
who will engage the confidence of tne Lilinois 
Valley or the law will be repealed.” 

Applause frequently interrupted the speak- 
er and it was loud and prolonged when he 
comcluded. 

GEN. STILES. 

Gen. I. N. Stiles spoke briefly on the power 
of public opinion in a case like the present 
of forcing the nomination of good men. He 
said, among other things: 

It is necessary toelect men whose character 
and position will be a guarantee of their future 
course. Do not let us underestimate the neces- 
sity of character in these men, that they shall 
be men whose opinions will be of influence im 
the community and men who can go to Wash- 
ington when legislation is needed and vring 
some other influence to bear than an invitation 
to step out and ‘take something’’—men who 
will convince: the nationa] iegislators that it 1s 
necessary not only for the people of Chicugo and 
for the people of the Mississippi Valley. but for 
the people of tne United States that this water- 
way should be established, 

UNFIT CANDIDATES SCORED. 

‘We ought to take part in this election 
and we are going to Go it,” said Mr. A. M. 
Pence, and he breught his fist down on the 
speaker’s desk with force and energy. Mr. 
Pence said the object of the meeting was 
to organize an association that should exer- 
cise a powerful influence on the coming ciec- 
tion. He outlined briefly the duties of the 
Drainage Commissioners and continued: 

I can see no politics ia this office unless it has 
come to be recognized that it is right for the men 
in office to steal. The men who run around this 
town drumming up their friends for this oftice 
know whut they want. They want the offices in 
order to steal. The independent voters ure cxer- 
cising a@ great infigence on the parties 
and tolerably good men will be nominated. If 
proper men are not nominated then a new ticket 
should be put up, which, with the assistance of 
the press, will be elected. [Applause.] A vote 
of 2,000 or 3.000 is sufficient to contro! the elec- 
tion in the Sanitary District. Many of the men 
seeking these offices have nothing else todo but 
travel from saloon to saloon and increase the 
redness of their noses. 

8S. W. Allerton was introduced as a repre- 
sentative of the agricultural interests, 

‘*T have lived long enough on a farm,” he 
said, “to learn that you cannot raise a field 
of corn unless you start in early ana do it. 
We must move this sewage or 1t will move 
us.”” | Laughter. | 

Mr. Allerton dwelt at some length on tha 
woes of the poor laboringman in case of ex- 
travagance by the trustees and increased 
taxation.

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MONOPOLY WOUNDED, 


Our Gigantic Gas Trust Receives 
a Merited Setback. 


ILLEGALITY. DECIDED. 


ITS 


The Supreme Court Says the People 
Still Have Some Rights. 


WHAT THE CAPITALISTS SAY, 


A New Jersey Oharter to Be Used to Save 
the Stockhoiders. 


THERE WILL BE A LONG LITIGATION. 


‘* The more we do for the people the less it 
is appreciated,” sighed C. R. Cummings, 
father and first President of the trust. “We 
have given Chicago,” he adds, “ cheaper gas 
than it ever had before except when tne old 
compenies were fighting each other.” 

“The idea of a trust and the way the com- 
paoy Was organized has been a constant 
skeleton in the eloset. A number of large 
stockholders are glad this decision has been 
made.’’ 

Mr. Billings, the new and young President 
of the Gas Trast, said this after he had 
caught his breath and surveyed the wreck 
several bours. 

‘The bonds are all right. No court decis- 
10n can destroy the property nor lessen the 
consumption of gas nor the price paid for it.” 
This was the remark of a phlegmatic bond- 
holder. 

“Itis a victory for Taz Tripung,” re 
marked a bank President of unusual 
acumen. 

There was a cold wetness about the Chi- 
cago atmosphere yesterday, but tne water 
that wus colder than any ever gotten up BV 
this beautiful climate was that squeezed from 
our $25,000,000 Gas Trust by the Supreme 
Court of the State of Illinois. It was 
high-priced water, too. It cost somebody 
$2,500,000. The vaiue of Gas Trust shares 
dropped in three hours from 35 to $45. _ It 
was the first of the trust blizzards to nit Chi- 
cago, and, as the fellows who were directly in 
its path had not seemed to expect it, there 
was general consternawon and dismay. 

The decision rendered Tuesday practically 
ends the existence of the Gas Trust. That is 
tacitly admitted by all the parties interested. 
The case will be reheard, of course, in the 
lower court, but nothing is hoped to .be 
gained by the managers of the Gas Trust. 
They were terri bly surprised by the decision, 
but they gwili rot admit that they are ut- 
terly routed. Mr. Goudy, their attorney, 
claims that the litigation will be 
pushed into every remote corner which 
the law leaves open to tne defense, bat Mr. 
Goudy probably does not represent in this 
claim the present sentumentof his clients. As 
Mr. Billings admita, tne idea of «a trust has 
long been “a skeleton in the closet” with 
some of the leading stockholders, and now 
that the skeleton has stalked out of the 
closet into the light of the aay the manegers 
are anxious to knockit out forever. — 

WILL WORK THE NEW JERSBY CHARTER. 

It is hinted in the interviews below that the 
managers are considering several methods of 
ogntinuing 
violating avy law. The 
dove more than consider such plats, They 
bave decided practicaily to adopt one of two 
devices: To transfer their property to ihe 
old People’s Gaslight company, the charter 
of which is claimed to be broad enough for 
the purpose, or to seck cover under a New 
Jersey charter now in their possession. The 
chances fayor the iatter pian, The lawsof 
New Jersey are less stringent than the laws 
o! Lilinois with regard to the rights of cor- 
porations, and it is believed that the contin- 
uance of the trust’s business uoder the New 
Jersey charter will baffle all opposition that 
may be raised under the laws of Liltinois., 

The decline in the market vaiue of the 
trust certificates does not appear to have 
hurt Chicago investors badly. The blow 
was felt hardest in New York. A buil 
pool has been operating in that city for 
mouths, and in the last week bad started the 
stock on the road to60. Baron Jerzmanowski, 
Vice-President of tne trust, was claimed to 
be at the head of this pool. Chicago oper- 
ators, however, did not let themselves get 
deeply interested. They preferred to wait 
until this decision had been rendered. 
Nevertheless Chicago speculative holders 
were losers to a considerable amount if they 
parted with their shares yesterday, for 
large biocks were keid here. But the 
fact that no stock “was presented at 
the local transfer office yesterday for 
discharge to new owners would indicate thas 
much of the selling done in Wall street on 
Chicago account was not of long stock. This 
is confirmed, also, by the reports of local 
commission houses. One claimed to hava 
had only 1,500 shares on its booksin the 
morning, and nevertheless to have handled 
during the day 17,000 shares. These deal- 
ings, of course, included short sales and pur- 
chases to cover. One house claimed to have 
customers who bought the ‘stock steadily 
throughout the day. They were supposedly 
insiders who were not particularly concerned 
about “ protecting ”’ the stock, being willing 
to get it as cheaply as possible. 

HOW THE STOCK WAS WORKED UP. 

The stock is now expected to dmft back 
into the 30s, where it was a year ago, but if 
it is true that yesterday’s sales were largely 
by scaipers who don’t own any stock it is 
not considered unlikely that, the stock will 
rally a few points tomorrow. The certifi- 
cates were first sold in the Chicago market 
at 65 im the spring of 1887. They began then 
an almost steady decline, and finally sold in 
the fail of 1888 as low as 26. They were 
listed on the New York Stock Exchange in 
October, 1888, and since thea have been 
climbing siowly upward, and have 
gone above 60 again within a few months. 
Chicago investors were “milked” two 
years ago, when they bought at 66 and sold 
out on the decline. The Easterners are now 
giving up their “cream.” They have been 
buying the stock for a year from the insiders 
and from suspicious Chicago holders, and 
they are now tne biggest losers. It is claimed 
that the insiders, in other words Messrs. 
Cummings. Kent, Billings, Elkins, Widener, 
Jerzmanowski, Benedict, Gebhard, and 
others, are now buying the stock, confident 
that they will be able to dispose of it again 
ata profit. Itis claimed that the dismantied 
company has in its treasury @ surplus equiv- 
alent to a 20 per cent diviaend. It is inti- 
mated that this melon will be strung up be- 
fore the public as soon as the reorgasization 
has been verfected. 


ITS EFFURTS NOT APPRECIATED, 


Mr. Cummings Says the Pablic Does Not 
Kaow a Good Thing. 

Columbus R. Cummings was apparentiy 
unmoved by the decline it Gas Trust stock 
caused by the publication of the Supreme 
Cours decision when @ TRIBUNE reporter 
called at his office in the First National Bank 
Building yesterday. i 

“Weil,” said he, “if the means we have 
adopted ure not in accordance with the law 
we will have to find some other way. We 
don’t know what it will be yet. Icseems 
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ple of Chicago ever had it before except when 
the old gas compamies were fighting each 
other. We had been trying to introduce 
natural gas from Indiana, and tor two years 
past the negotiations have been going OD, 
and there was good prospect of closing the 
deal soon. “We expect to secure all the most 
valuable property in natural gas wells that is 
left. There is a great neea of natural gas to re- 
lieve the city of the smoke nuisance that we 
have suffered from so long. It will be neces- 
sary to raise $5,000,000 or. $10,000,000 for this 
enterprise and the. effect. of this decision 
will be tomake it amore difficult task to 
raise this money.

A MISTAKE TO ORGANIZE A TRUST. 


President Billings Admits It Was Not 
gtk Formed Jast Right. 
President Billings was not surprised at the 


decision. 

“The decision admits,” hé said, ‘that the 

Gas Trust company is a legally organ!zed cor- 

‘poration under the laws of the State, but at 
the same time it hoids that the buying up of 
a lot of competing companies for the purpose 
of controlling the price of gas, or, in other 
words, advancing tne price, to the detriment 
of the public good, is not lawful. It also takes 
the ground that this was the object for 
which the Gas Trust company was organ- 
: The decision. however, is not a final 
one for the reason that it only reverses the 
decision of the lower court and remands it 
back for a new trial.”’ ’ 

* Will the decision affect the ousiness of 
the Gas Trust company in any way?”’ 

“Not in the slightest, for they will all, tc- 
gether with the Gas Trust company, be 
found at their old stands and doing business 

as though there had been no decision ren- 
dered. The fact is, there can be nv positive 
effect on the Gas Trust company until the 
suits and appeals are all settied, which 
would take several years to accomplish. In 
the meantime, however, it may be deemed 
expedient vy the Board of Directors and 
stockholders to reorganize the company on a 
basis where there can be no fault found with 
it.”’ 


“What are or will be the practical results 
of the decision?” 

“The decision 1s a barren one and in no 
wise, as I said before, will it affect the busi- 
ness of the different gas companies.”

Lawyer Goudy Says the Trust Is All Right 
Up to Date. 

W. C. Goudy was asked yesterday if he 

- could give any information about what the 
Gas Trust would do in view of the Supreme 
Court decision. “I have read it over,’ said 
he, “and know alittie more about it now. 
It will not make any difference to my clients, 
and they will continue w hold stock and to 
conduct business. This is only a preliminary 
skirmish, a setback perhaps, but not a serious 
one. It dees not go into the meritsof the case. 

| me Court has not said that the 

. Gas Trust is an illegai corporation or that 
the gas companies or any of them have for- 
feited their charters. In the Sugar 
Trust case in New York the charter 
had been violated. If the Gas 
Trust directors cannot hold the stock as a 
body they can hold their separate biocks as 
trustees and can work together. We 
are not going to raise the price 
of gas, but just keep on and conauct 
our business. Sesides, we shall ask 
fora rehearing, and although we mav not suc- 
ceed in upsetting the order we may get the 


opinion modified. If this is not done the 
case will come back to the lower 
court, and that court will sustain 


Then we will raise other 
points not yet entered upon and fight the 
case on its merits. This litigation will go on 
for a year or two. We are not 
ra ered oe = — pg the 
icago people np not ts only 
effect wiil be to cause a flurry in Wall street 
and some of the fellows who have gone long 
on Gas Trust stock will get hurt.

POINTS MADE BY THE COURT. 


= 


A Carefal Review of the Functions of Gas 
Companies. 

There are some points in the decision of 
Justice Magruder which were not fully 
brought out in the telegraphic summary. 
The decision says: 

If the purpose for which a gas company has been 
created isto make and sell gas and operate gas 
works, the purchase of stock in other gas com- 
panies is not necessary to accomplish such pur- 
pose. The right of a corporation to invest in 
shares of another company cannot be implied 
because both companies are engaged in a simi- 
lar kind of business. 

It is not denied by the appellant that the or- 
ganization of the appellee for the purpose of 
erecting gas works and making and seliing gas 
is an organization for a lawful purpose. View- 
ing that as the main purpose for which appellee 
was formed, the incorporators could not 
tack on and connect with such main purpose 
the power to buy and hold stock in other gas 
companies by merely describing such power in 
the statement. To hold that they could confer 
such power by writing it down in the statement 
would be to hold that the General Assembly could 
clothe them with a part of its legislative functions. 
Even if shares of stock be regaried as per- 
sonal property, as claimed by counsel for ap- 

_ pellee, Sec. 5 of the general iaw provides that 
corporations formed under it may own so much 
personal estate as shall be necessary for the 
transaction of their business, and may sell 
and dispose of the same when not required for 
the uses of the corporation, and muy have 
and exercise all the powers necessary and 
requisite to carry into effect the objects for 
which they may be formea. This language neg- 
atives the idea thata corporation formed under 
the general law can exercise the power 
of buying and holding the stock of _oth- 
er com:anies. A compuny engaged on its 
own account mauoufacturing and selling 
gas does not need the stock of other gas com- 
nies in order to transact its business. Hence 
tis forbidden to own such stock, the same being 
personal estate. The langhage of the act, as 
thus quoted, expressly restricts the power of a 
corporaues organized under it to such powers as 
are necessary and requisite to carry into effect 
gag nh i oe ez it Was formed. 

r conciusion upon this branch of the case 
is that if the Chicago Gas Trust company be re- 
garded as a cofporation, formed tor the purpose 
of erecting or operating gas works and manu- 
facturing and seliing gas, it has no power to pur- 
chase and hold or seil shares of the stock in 
other gas companies as an incident to such pur- 
pose of its formation, even though such power is 
Specified in its articles of incorporation. .

When they entered stréets of Ohicago 
they assumed the performange of the pubd- 
lic duty of furnishing light ‘to the inhab- 
itants. That they should be vérmitted or re- 
quired or forced to abandon the performanee of 
such public duty is against the policy of the law. 
The public duty is imposed wpon éach conm- 
pany separately and not upon the four 
when combin together. Esch for itself, 
when it accepted its articles of asso- 
ciation, assumes an obligation to perform 
the objects of its incorporation; But the appel- 
lee, through the control which it does or may ex- 
ercise over the four companies by reason of its 
ownership of a majority of their stock, renders it 
impossible for them to discharge their public 
duties, except at the dictation of an outside 
force and in the nner rescribed by 
a corporation operating independentig of them. 
They are thus virtually forcedito abdéndon the 
performance of vheir duty to tie public. The 
freedom and effectiveness of their action in car- 
rying out the purposes of their ereation are seri- 
ously interfered with, 1f not actually destroyed. 
A power whose exercises lead to such a result 
cannot be lawfully intrusted to any corporate

In ordinances passed by the Common Council 
of the City of Chicago granting permission to the 
other two of the four companies—to wit: t 
Equitable Gaslight ana Fuei company and the 
Consumers’ Gas company, or its predeces- 
sor—to lay pipes in the streets for the 
purpose of supplying gas to the imhabitants 
of the city, it was proviaed that such permission 
should not-take effect until the two last named 
companies had given bond not to ‘sell, lease, or 
transfer their franchises and privileges to 
any Other gas company,” and not to “en- 
ter into any combination with any other 
company concerning the rate or price 
to be charged for gas.”

GAS TRUST DOWN TWELVE POINTS. 


Exciting Times on the New York Stock Ex- 
change—The Company’s Pians. 

New York, Nov. 27.—| Special. |—The trust 
must go. That’s settled. After. a frightful 
battering in the stock market, tbe American 
Cotton Oil Trust will Monday next limp out 
of the trusts and crawl under the shelter in 
the form of aregularly organized corporation. 
The Sugar Trust, it is understoed, bas made 
preparations for a similar change, and now 
the Chicago Gas Trust company is about to 
take the same step. The decision of Judge 
Magruder of the (iilinois. hy oe Court, 
made public today, hitsithard. Now they pro- 


pose to get rid of the.sinister word “trust ’’ in - 


their corporate title and reorganize in an un- 
objectionable form. If street gossip may be 
relied on Judge Magruder’s decision has 
been anticipated by certain’ people for a 
day or two, and acampaign against the com- 
pany’s stock was carefully planned. At any 
rate the announcement of the decision was 
followed by a smask in the stock out of all 
proportion to the importande of the legal 
point at issue, for nobody supposed that the 
court would burn up the buildings of the 
company, or tear up its mains,.or annihilate 
a single dollar’s worth of its property. 

The scene was an animated one. Many 
brokers had already left for the Thanksgiv- 
ing holiday. Neariy all who: had not) were 
clustered in ayelling mob about the’ post 
bearing the motto: “Consolidated Gas.” 
Fists were flourishing in the air, fine coats 
were pulled and torn, hats were smashed, 
and every face bore an expression of nerv- 
ous strain and fierce excitement.. Offers to 
sell at constantiy decreasing: fractions rent 
the air. When a buyer opened his mouth he 
was pounced upon by fifty human wolves. 

The stock was opened 24¢ points lower 
this morning, at 53, and presé@ntly enormous 
blocks were huried upon the market and 
it was forced down half a dozen 
points. Holders of the securities acted 
like people stunned by a thunderbolt 
from a clear sky, and then became panic- 
stricken and rushed pell-mell ‘to sell. H. 
Emerson sold about 2,500 right from the open- 
ing. W. N. Hamilton then sold about 5,000 
shares, carrying the price down toward 
51. Lapsievy and (Gallup sold in all about 
6,000 shares, Mr. baight about 5,000, A. H. 
Combs some 2,000, and other brokers who 
often act for the bear party as much. 
Stop orders were reached, weak  bid- 
ders were shaken out, ‘and finally 
the stock touched 48%, a drop of 12% per 
cent from the closing res of yesterday. 
Then came a rally to 47, followed by realiz- 
ing sales ana final transactions at 46%¢. 

Vice-President Jerzwanowski said this 
morning: ‘* Well, I suppose the decision of 
the court is wood, but it will not affect the 
trust property. They cannot take our prop- 
erty away from us. We hold that intact, and 
I suppose the oniy course for Ms to adopt will 
be to organize as a regular stock corpora- 
tuon.”’ 

A member of a brokerage house which has 
deait largely in Chicago Gas said: ‘“* There 
are two courses now open to ‘the trust com- 
pany.

THE ANTI-TRIANGLE CONVENTION, 


Important Action Taken at a Meeting in 
Philadelphia. 

The national convention of the anti-trian- 

gle camps of the United Brotherhood, or 

Clan-na-Gael, held last week in Philadelphia 


| Was @ positive body and its action of a deter~ 
mined character. 


One of its first steps was 
to sever itself from ail affiliation with camps 
in sympathy with triangle influences and 
methods, and before it adjourned the con- 
vention formally expelled every such camp 
and the leaders. «It is understood measures 
were also recommended by which the organi- 
zatuuon in future should be protected from 
the entrance of such men and their fol- 
lowers into camps. Plans for a _ thor- 
ough reorganization of the protherhood 
were adopted, and the numbers of camps 
were rearranged in accordance with the 


Strength of the organization as it now stands, 


after the weeding out. 

One of the most significant things done 
was the passage of a resolution that no 
camp should ever more be known as No. 
20. The infamous record of that camp 
blotted it forever from the records 
of the brotherhood. The triangle 
can keep it for themselves until they disap- 
pear for good; but in the ranks of the Irish 
Nationalists who are opposed to murder, 
star-chamber trials, and committees, and the 
peculation of‘the funds of the organization, 
it will remain a blank for ali time. 

A new executive body of nine members 
was elected, and it is rumored that most 


of them are entirely new men so far 


as the controlling councils of the 
brotherhood have been concerned. Ali are 
in harmony with the belief that the organ- 
zation should be purged of every discordant 
element, and that it should be run in iines 
which would save it from criminal plots, vic- 
lous schemes, and compromising methods. 
The funds subscribed by honest men can no 
longer be spent for the gratification of per- 
sonal ambitions or hates or the aggrandize- 
ment of knaves and tricksters. The history 
of the last few years shows thata strict ac- 
countability is the price of the existence and 
usefulness of the brothernooa. 

The conventson also decided that in the 
constitution and ritual of the organization 
and in official communications the old and 
silly cipher whicb spelled words by using the 
letters following the proper ones should be 
abolished. So the “U. B.,’”’ or United Broth- 
erhood, will no longer be called tne ** V. C.,”’ 
and Ireland will no more be_ spelled 
‘““Jsfmboe,”’ nor Irish Natonalists “ Jsjta 
Obujpobm}jtut.’’ 

The convention, to show its abhorrence of 
the murder of Dr. Cronin and its duty 
towards society and the upholding of the 
laws of the land, unanimousiy appropriated 
$1,000 from its fund, to be promptly applied 
towards bringing the muruerers and con- 
spirators to justice, and furthermore gave 
the executive body of the brotherhood ruil 
and discretionary power to appropriate any 
further sum needed within the resources of 


the treasury for the same purpose. 
The treasury of the organization 
is probably now in a depieted 


condition, but the spirit of the members 
seems to be such that they would readily 
respond to a special call for means to ferret 
out the conspirators against life and law. As 
au indication of the feelings of the corven- 
tion it is stated that Edward Spelman of 
Peoria, district member for this State and 
Michigan, went to Philadeiphia for the pur- 
pose of attending the convention, but he 
would not be admitted, nor could he even 
find out when it was neld.

Dakota Legislature. 

Heiena, Mont., Nov. 27.—-[ Special. ]—Re. 
publican leaders have today been in consulta. 
tion with severai of the most eminent. jaw. 
yers in Montana, and they have now 
hit upon a plan whieh they thing 
Will enable them to extricate the mselyes 
from the perplexing muddie into Which 
Montana politics has been plunged by the 
rascality of scheming Bourbons. Lieut. 
Gov. Rickards has been selected as the key 
to open . the deadlock. Able 


torneys say that Gov. Tosle by any 
stretch of Executive authority 
was not legally empowefed to name 


a vlace in which the Legislature should as- 
sembie, and that when he issued a progig. 
mation calling tne Legislature, or gycp 
members as had received  certig. 
cates. from County Clerks, to meet 
in the court-house he overreached 
his authority. The only State 
official it is claimed, who possessed author- 
itv for selecting a place of assemblage, is 
State Auditor Kenney, and. that gentleman, 
after refusing a bribe of $20,000 from the 
Democrats, upset the arrangements of Goy, 
Toole by personally notifying the members of 
the House to meet at another place than the 
one selected by Gov. Toole. When only the 
Republicans responded he, as authorized by 
the Constitution, cailed the first roll and 
declared the House assembled and ready 
for business. At the same hour Liecut.-Goy, 
Rickards called the Senate to order. 
Backed by the Big Four, a combination of 
rich but unscrupulous Bourbons, the Demo.

organizing. So far they have succeeded ip 
causing and perpetuating from day to day » 
deadlock by staying away from the Senate. 
But it begins to look now as if they have 
about reached the end of their obstinacy, Ip 
a lengthy legal opinion today counsel of 
high standing advise the Senate to wait no 
longer for the recalcitrant members, but to 
go ahead with their business just the same 
as if the entire Senate was present. The 
Lieutenant Governor as the presiding officer 
must, say the lawyers in their opinion, as 
sume the responsibility of casting the decid- 
ing vote that is necessary to constitute 
quorum. Thatheis legally enttled to vote 
is questionabie, butin such a great public 
emergency as now confronts the 
when the welfare of a new State is j 
and all legislation is shackled by the work- 
ings of a conspiracy, the counsel say thatit 
is plainly the duty of the Lieutenant Gover- 
nor to assume the authority of casting the 
deciding vote, thereby rescuing the State 
from threatened anarchy. Lieut. Govy- 
Richards said tonight that he believed 
the suggestion outlined in the opinion is the 
only solutron of the present difiicylty, 
and that if the Democratic Senators do 
not soon awaken to their duties he will cast 
the vote that wili break the deadlock and iet 
the Democrats shoulder the responsi bility 
He hopes, however, that he will not be 
forcea to take such a step, and says he 
will not consider it except as a last resort.

The story of One Blind the Eve of Thanks- 
giving. 

Tam rich Mr. Taylor, and I can walk about 
wherever I. like, all alone, seeing every- 
thing. Atthe corner of Detroit street and 
Oregon avenue 1 pass by a long basement 
wall with five windows in it, and chere 
every morning I meet Poor “Tommy, who is 
blind and whose mother lives in that 
basement. Tommy can go along almost 


running by holding one hand up in front of. 


him and with the other slightly touching the 
--bricks of the wall between the windows, 
then cross the sidewalk and hurry back the 
other way, touching the tree boxes near the 
gutter. He isn’t much afraid, because he 
/can hear better than common boys. O yes! 
A great deai better! 
Tommy hears so much better than common 
boys that he knows my walk and cries out 
whilelam a good way off, ‘* Good morning, 
Mr. Taylor!’’ just as people do who are not 
blind. Then I stop and talk with Tommy, 
and I tell the other boys to play with him; 
and they do—a littie—not ‘long. Of ccurse 
not very long. Not so jong as it seems to 
them, I suppose. Even tne smallest, /iftie 
beys soon have to run away rourd in the 
alley, where Tommy can’t go. If Tommy 
Were like other boys he could piay witn large 
boys, as tail as he is—almost grown up—end 
they wouldn’t leave him alone; all alone 


Until his mother looks out of the window and | 


Speaks to him. But then everything would 
. be different. 

Often [bring things to Tommy; things to 
€at and to play with. And when ne learned 
to make peper pin-wheels I bought one of 
them every single day and raid him & cent 
for it; really paid him, you know, not just 
Gave it to him. Once I brought him a jump- 
ing-rope, and that was splendid! A blind 

¥ can jump. rope just as well as common 

ys, pow, can’t he! O yes; better. Then I 

thim marbles, and that was best of 
because as long as ne had marbles the 


end Ziffusing useful knowledge; and, in general, © 
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1 rd other boys would 
stay with him to get 
the marbles: and by 
hearing them, and 
making believe play, 
Tommy had asplen- 
did time. 

Once a funny thing 
happened. I was 
walking along as 
usual, and I saw a 
bad boy throwastone 
at Tommy. Tommy 
heard the stone hit 
the sidewalk and bound against the house. 
Then he heard me take hold of the boy and 
pring him up close and ask what should be 
done with such a orute of a boy. Tommy 
thought the boy didn’t mean to, because he 
hadn’t done anything to Aim. Thien the funny 
thing happened. Tne boy said Tommy began 
it by throwing stones at him! We laughed 
so much that we let the little liar run away, 
but he was awfully scared, and I'll bet you he 
never threw any more stones at Tommy! 

But this: was a long time ago, when Tommy 
was a little boy; and it’s a pity he could not 
have staid a little boy, because it gets 
worse as you get bigger. 

' WhenlI ask Tommy about the marks on 
his forehead he explains to me that often, 
especiaily in the house, there are things that 
stick out higher than where you hold your 
hand up before yvou—shelves and things and 
open doors—so that no matter how carefully 
you step and hardly ever fal! down, still vou 
—you get marks on your forehead that make 
your mother cry, and <hat 1s the worst of all. 

Then I walk away down Oregon avenue to- 
ward the bridge and Tommy hears my foot- 
steps for a long time, standing with bis hand 
against the wall. I waik loudly, all aloze, 
nobody leading me, nebody whispering “O, 
just look! He’s blind!” not stumbling over 
anything nor running against anything; be- 
cause J can see everything betore I come to 
it. Even a long way off I know of 1t; for 
sight 1s a thing that does not have to go 
slowly across the street and step over tne 
gutter, and past the tree-boxes and che peo- 
ple, and up the steps of every house, ana 
round thecorner. The minute your eyes are 
open the things are all close by, 4s if you 
could touch them and know what shape they 


are. 

So I walk on and over the bridge (not 
afraid of its being open), and all the time I 
am thinking of Tommy. And I think and 
think, and I make a pian. Here is my 


splendid plan. 


First 1 must say that there is one thing 


that blind people can have; and that thing is, 


the best thing in the world (@xcept a 
mother): and it is—music! Music is better 
than sight, just as neaven is better than 
eartb. Music is beaven! Heaven with ail 
the angels! O, how sorry I am for the poor 
boys who are deat and dumb instead of 
blind! They can know the shape of things 
without touching them, but they can’t hear 
music; nor even kvuow when their own 
mothers speak to them. And they can’t 
speak because they could never Jjearn how. 

Now, my plan is to fix things so that- blind 
people can bear allthe music there 1s—é€ven 
more than common peopie can have. i’m 
rich, and can get money out of the bank 
whenever I want it. (Poor people, even if 
they are not blind, can’t do tnat, because the 
bauk only gives money torich people.) Well, 
Ill say to all the people who make music, all 
the people who give operas, and concerts, 
and oratorios, and everything, that if they’ll 
let in the blind people I'll pay them for it. 

But bow could Tommy go totheplace? He 
can only find his way around the corner 
ef Detroit street and Oregon avenue. Of 
course his motner could take him; but his 
mother isn’t rich but poor, too poor to buy 
tickets except once in a while. Since his 
father diea she gets tne army pensian, and 
yet she’s poor—just a little poor. , 
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TOMMY’S AWAKENING. 

Well, then. I'll tell tne music people that 
when they let ina biind person witb a com- 
mon person to lead him, [ll pay for both of 
them. So that’s ail right! 

But then how can the music people let in 
the blind person and the common person 
without any ticket? And how will 1 know 
who has jet them in and how many? This is 
a great troubie I didn’t remember at first. 
Let me think. Let me think. 

The best way will be to give tickets to the 
blind people. Til have a lot of tickets 
printed with ny name on them and a pluce 
left to put in the name of the concert. Then 
I’li give one ticket, good for one bind persou 
and one common person, to every blind per- 
son who wants to go tw some concert or 
other.’ Then Tommy can take his mother if 
she can go (and if not some other: person) 
and get into the concert, and the next day 
the music people can bring me the ticket and 
I wili pay them the money.

It makes 
Tommy cry, but not for sorrow. When he 
hears music he is not sorry for anything, ex- 
cept for the poor deaf-mutes. 

All my life l’lt go on doing this, and when 
I die I'll give a great pension to some other 
man who will keep right along giving out 
the blind tickets, It will goon forever, and 
people will call them the * Taylor tickets,” 
so that everybody in Chicago will remember 
my name as long as people remember George 

ashington’s.

Then blind boys’ mothers will read it 
aloud, and it will be Thanksgiving-Day in- 
deed in their houses. 

O dear! Whatisthis! My eyes are open. 
and yet—and yet—I can only feel things; 
the pillow, the headboard. And I hear moth- 
er moving about the room. It was a dream 
—I am not Mr. Taylor—I am only Tommy— 
and blind. Icannot take peopie to hear music, 
and nobody can take me. 

No, no, mother! I ain’t really erving—it’s 
only waking up suddenly from such a lovely 
dream! Why, mammy dear, it’s Thanksgiv- 
ing-Day, and we never cry on Thanksgiving. 
Why, I feel tears on your face! Difere, there, 
there—I don’t cry, you see!

“ What is Thanksgiving-Day for, Mamma? 
Douglas says it is ‘just for eating turkey,’ 
and Nellie says ‘itisaday when you must 
say thank you very loud for everything.’ 
Which is it?’ An earnest faceis close to mv 
own,and two others but littie younger than it 
are eagerly watching for my answer. ‘“Itis 
both, Harry, and if all you children will be 
very quiet indeed I will tell you how the first 
Thanksgiving-Day in our country came 
about and how it is that we celebrate one 
every year. 

‘** Ever and ever so many years ago, before 
mamma, or even grandma, was born a mighty 
King reigned in England. He was a very 
good King in some ways, ruling his subjects 
wisely and well; but he insisted upon one 
thing that was haraly fair. Ail the people 
must go to his church and worship Goa ex- 
activyas he did. Some of the people did not 
like that and dared to tell himso. Then he 
treated them cruelly, so cruelly in fact that 
they had to leave their nice, comfortable 
Lomes in the little village where they lived 
—it was calied Scrooby—and fly to Holland, a 
country just across a narrow strip of sea. 
Before they left England their neighbors 
who believed as the King did had 
nicknamed them Puritans,  scornfully 
hinting that their ‘ives. and the church 
they wished to establish were not nearly so 
pure and strict os tuey professed to be. But 
the kind people of the country they took ref- 
uge in grew to like them very much, espe- 
cially as they iaterfered with no one and 
were singularly upright and industrious. 
But afteratime the Puritans became quite 
unhappy. The language and customs of all 
around them were strange, and it was hard 
not to feel lonely and homesick. \Not that 
they sat down to weep and complainas they 
might have done. They kept themselves 
cheerful and busy all the while, the women 
at their looms and doing housework and the 
men in manufacturing silks and wools or 
teaching English to the children of the rich 
burghers. Nevertheless they pined for the 
laws they had been used to, and thought if 
they could only have their own King to goy- 
ern them and yet go to the church they 
had chosen they would be perfectly sutis- 
fied. They were anxious, too, that their 
girls and boys should not grow up in a for- 
eign land and forget how to taik English, as 
they surely must if they staid in Holland. 
So the fathers and mothers talked it all 
over, and it was decided to come to America, 
where a number of colonies had alreaay been 
founded by some of their countrymen. The 
journey was a long, hazardous one in tho 
days, for 'he ocean ships were not so large or * 
so well fitted up as now. But the Puritans 
were brave-hearted, duuntless people, willing 
to risk much if they could only gain the priv- 
ileges that they regarded as necessary to the 
well-being of their chiidren. Two vessels. 
one named the Speedwell and the other the 
Mayflower, were loaded with provisions. 
household goods, and all the stores that 
would be needed to begin iife over again in a 
new and uniried land. 

** But there were so many people that wanted 
to go that the two vessels would not hold 
thei all, and it was arranged: that several! 
voyages were to be made. The day finally 
arrived for the vessels to leave port. Ali the 
Puritans gathered in tne church and held 
solemn services. Then there was a sad time 
saying good-by, and the ships sailed away. 
But after they had been gone a coupleof days 
every one was astonished to see them coming 
back again. Ihe Speedwell was leaking, and 
the passengers were afraid sne would sink. 
Then ali were crowded on the Mavfiower 
and she turned her prow to the west again. 
For sixty-tive tedious, weary days she plowed 
her slow way through the rough waters of 
the stormy Atlantic. ‘But ail kept up 
their courage and tried to make each other 
hopeful and happy. Of course the women 
could not go on deck to do any work, but 
they kept the cabin tidy, the children seat, 
and heiped to take care of the little girl baby 
that was born one day and called by its 
mother Oceana. At last land was sighted 
and gladivy weicomed, even if it did show it- 
selfunder the lowering sky of dreary No- 
vember. The dark waters boomed suilen!v 
alongihe iowsnore. The ground was covered 
with a thick carpet of snow. Nota house or 
living being of any kind was in sight. The 
prospect was Gesolate indeed. But tne sturay, 
God-fearing pilgrims seeking a place of shei-

As soon as the frost was out of 
grouad he directed the sowing of baricy, 
peas, and Indian corn, ana had tm so care- 
fully tended that in the fall a sufficient har- 
vest was gathered from the crops to keep the 
peopic all winter. Then came the first 
Thanksgiving-Day. For, although God was 
thanked every day by these pious men and 
women, Gov. Bradford wanted them to show 
each other that they were thankful and say 
so out loud. He sent four men out 
shooting first, and told ‘them to bring 
in all the game they could’ get. 
They soon returned dragging along 
dead bears and having slung across their 
shoulders the bodies of wild turkeys... Then 
the women cooked venison steaks, roasted 
turkeys, and made piping hot corncakes for 
the Thanksgiving feast that Gov. Bradford 
said should follow public prayers. There 
were strange guests at that Thanksgciving 
dinner. When the snow bad left the ground 
the spring before and the Indians tnat lived 
in that part of America came outof thvir 
wigwams to stroll on the seashore they were 
no little surprised to find white men settied 
there. Immediately they sent to Gov. Braa- 
ford arattlesnake skin filled with arrows. 
That was tte Indian fashion of declaring 
war. The Governor took the arrows out, 
tilled up the skin with powder and shot, and 
promptly returned it to the savages. They 
did nut make any further threats. Butall 
the Indians were not bostile. One, Massa- 
soit, the Chief of the Wampancags, liked 
thé white people, ana Gov. Bradford thought 
it would be polite to ask him and his dusky 
braves to tne dinner. Massasoit was de- 
lighted and brought ninety-five of his band 
to share the feast. JTney staid three 
whole days and made themselves 
much at home, eating all they could, listen- 
ing quietly to the white men’s songs, and 
watching curiously tre military maneuvers 
of the company Capt. Miles Standish drilied 
for their entertainment. Of course it must 
have been quite atax on the hospitality of 
the Puritans to have them stay such a time, 
but the red men couldn’t be supposed to 
know just what was proper, for they had 

never been in society before. 

‘To be sure they must have enjoyed them- 
selves or they would not have remained so 
long, and they afterward expressed tneir 
acknowledgments of the kindness of ‘their 
hosts by sending them tive big deer. That is 
the story of America’s first Tbanksgiving- 
Day, children. After that whenever a ves- 
sel arrived safely with food for the colony 
a day of thanksgiving was ordered by the 
eed Governor, if favorable laws were 
passed by the home government pubiic 
thanks were sent up, and the arrival of every 
new company of Puritans was the sigvat for 
a day of prayer and feasting. Wherever 
the descendants of these sturdy pioneers 
that first erected their tents on the eage of 
*the American wilderness have gone they have 
taken their Thanksgiving-Day with them. 
Gradually the custom spreaa. In the time of 
Washington, our first President, there was a 
day of Thanksgiving appointed asa return 
for the adoption of our National Constitu. 
tion. You remember that that was the cen- 
tennial we celebrated last April. No reguiar 
day was set upon, however, until Lincoin’s 
time, when that great man recommended 
that a Nationai day of Thanksgiving should 
be celebrated annually. And so it has been 
done since in every corner of our land. And 
even in other countries wherever Americans 
are staying the first harvest of the Puritans 
is gratefully remembered and toasts drank to 
those stanch-hearted tounders of the New 
Engiand colonies.”

A HEAVY BLOW AGAINST THE GAS TRUST. 


It fell to Justice Magruder’ to write the 


opinion of the Supreme Court against the 
Chicago Gas Trust monopoly; and he did it 
with characteristic acumen, directness, and 
strength of reasoning. The decision is in 
many respects the most important yet ren- 
dered as to trusts and will apply to nearly 
ail kinds of trust conspiracies. The decision 
against the Sugar Trust in New York was 
made in an inferior court and it yet remains 
to be sustained on appeal by the court of last 
resort. But in Iilinois the highest court has 
vronounced trust combines unlawful and in 
effect ordered a forfeiture of franchise as a 
punishment for the attempt to suppress com- 
petition and establish an artifieial monopoly 
opposed to the public good. 

The Supreme Court holds that the charter 
of the Chicago Gas Trust is valid only to the 
extent that it authorized the organization to 
erect, purchase, lease, and operate gas works 
and engage in the manufacture and sale of 
gas. The articles of incorporation providea 
in addition that the trust should have power 
to “purchase and hold or sell the capital 
stock or purchase, or lease, or operate the 
property, plant, good will, rights, and fran- 
chises of any gas works or gas company or 


‘companies,’ etc. The Supreme Court de- 


clares that the provision looking to the pur- 
chase and control of the stock of other gas 


companies did not contemplate “a lawful 


purpose”? and is wholly invalid notwith- 
standing tne fact that it was inserted in the 
articles. The purpose in buying the stock of 
the four gas companies was “by crushing out 
competition to monopolize the gas business in 
Chicago.” The'court says: * Whatever tends 
to prevent competition between those engaged 
in public employment or business impressed 
with a public character is opposed to public 
policy and @thnerefore unlawful. Whatever 
tends to create a monopoly is unlawful as 
being contrary to public policy.” These are 
the principles of common law which apply to 
the Gas Trust, and the combine is found in 
conflict also with the Constitution of Illinois. 
The Constitution of 1870 reversed tte old 
practice of granting exclusive. privileges to 
gas companies or other corpérations, thus 
aiming to secure competition and prevent 
corporate monopoly. Alluding to this pro- 
vision of the Constitution Justice Magruder 
says: 

But of what avail is it that any humber of gas 
companies may be formed urder the General 
Incorporation law if a giart trust company can 
be clothed with the power of buying up and hoid- 
ing the stock and property of such companies 
and with the control thereby attained can direct 


all their operations and weld them int 
combination? re 


Beyond question if this were permitted 
the constitutional policy of Illizois, which is 
opposed to the granting of any exclusive 
privileges, would be violated. The Supreme 
Court decision so cleariy shows the illegal 
nature of the Gas Trust, whether looked at 


- from the point of common law doctrines or 


tested by the Constitution and Statutes of 
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 Tilinois, that the only wonder is it could ever 


have been thought the combine could geta 


- legal standing in the courts. 


This decision is of great importance also as 
showing that the taking on of a corporate 
form will not prevent trusts being dealt with 
according to their true character. It has 
been suggested that the Sugar Trust in New 
York could protect itself by applying to the 
Secretary of State for one of tne charters so 
freely issued. One of the _ cotton- 
seed oil combinations has already as- 
sumed the corporate form. It has 
been suggested repeatedly that if the 
trusts. would drop the character of 
a secret conspiracy and publicly incorporate 
themselves, adopting aname and a seal, they 
would secure immunity. Tbe decision of the 
lilinois Supreme Court shows the faliacy of 
these claims. The Gas Trust was regularly 
incorporated and had in its charter a pro- 
vision authorizing it to buy and hold stocks, 
but these precautions did not prevent the 
Supreme Court going back of the articles of 
incorporation ana condemning the trust be- 
cause it was not formed fora iawful purpose. 
Trusts may take out charters, but can gain 
nothing by putting unlawful provisions 
therein. They may assume a corporate form, 
but that will not belp them to violate the law. 
The stock market yesterday showed that the 
damaging character of tne Supreme Court 
decision was quickly perceived. . Gas Trust 
certificates which closed: the day before at 
5544 went down to 434¢—a decline of 22 per 
cent, which, however, was followed by an 
advance. The closing rate was 46}¢. 


NEW YORK MUST DOUBLE ITS FUND. 
The Gothamites have at last given out 


| some official figures as to what the prelim- 


inary arrangements for holding a Worild’s 
Fair in that city wilt cost. Having been 
forced by local sentiment to abandon the at- 
tempt to squat on sacred Central Park the 
Committee on Site is compciied to use, in ad- 
dition to-the small strips called Riverside 
and Morningdale Parks, a large amount of 
private land. The site is not a good one, for 
it sprawis over the northern part of the 
island much after the shape of the letter 
‘“F,” but it is the best that can be done un- 
der the circumstances. 

Fhe qwners of this private proverty, which 
it_is proposed to use for three years and 
which is worth about seventeen million dol- 
lara, are not patriotic. They intend to charge 
a 5 per centrental. This amounts, without 
estimating cost of one or two hundred houses 
that must be torn down to ciear the ground, 
to $850,000 a year, or for the three years for 
which the land4@will be out of the possession 
of its owners $2,550,V00, or a little more than 
half the five million fund which the city is 
laboriously raising to set the Fair in opera- 
tion. 

But the ground when secured and the 
razed houses paid for will not be in readiness 
for the erection of the necessary buildings. 
It has to be leveled down. The hills of mi- 
caceous gravite. which rise from 10 to 20 or 
50 feet, asthe case may be, above the level 
of the streets, Which have been cut through 
the rocxs, will have to be blasted down and 
valleys filled up with the exploded débris. 
With ail the resources of modern science it 
will take a full year’s timé and one or two 
millions of dollars to smooth the site down 
to secure level ground for the erection of the 
great Fair buildings. 

This may seem a high estimate for the cost 
of this work, but it will be a Tammany job, 
“with money in it” for that organization. 
The workmen will be paid Tammany wages 
and, according to the Tammany fashion, 
there will be at least three high salaried 
overseers or superintendents for every man 
actually needed. The smali sum of $2,450,000 
when disbursed by the bosses of Tammany 
melts away like snow in May. 

/The New York managers are aware of 


this, They do not expect to have a cent left 


of the five millions when the time comes to 
begin on the Exposition structures. They 
reckon on getting at least ten or fifteen mill- 
ions out of Congress, and it is with that 
money they propose to furnish quarters for 
the exhibiters. 

In Chicago it will not be necessary to pay 
rent for a site. There will be no buildings 
to teardown. Nor will it be necessary for 
them to lay out two and a haif millions to 
make the site fit to buildon. Itis within 
bounds to say that the expenditure of half a 
million will cover everything which will have 
to be done on the grounds to fit them for the 
structures, and that therefore out of equal 
funds of five millions this city will have 
four and a half with which to ‘start in on 
buildings while New York will not have a 
nickel. 

In order that the two cities start on an 
equality and stand before Congress on an 
even footing it will be necessary for New 
York at once to double its subscription. It 
will take ten millions in New York to go as 
far as five millions will here, consequently 
Ubat ten millions ought to be forthcoming‘or 
Congress ought to say to the Eastern city 
‘“‘you are not competing fairly, and your 
claims cannot be emtertained until you do.” 

It will make New York sweat blood to raise 
those additional millions, but it will have to 
be done, or she should not be allowed to 
enter in the race. She must pay the rent on 
ber ground and the cost of the houses that 
must be pulled down and the heavy expense 
of smoothing off 150 rugged acres of granite 
rocks before she starts even with Chicago.

THE MORMON CASE. 

One of the last witnesses in the Mormon 
case, which is now ended, was J. C. Talmage, 
who was called by the Mormons in surre- 
buttal. Mr. Talmage, who was liberally edu- 
cated at Lehigh ana Joins Hopkins Universi- 
ties, and who is now a professor in the Mor- 


| Mon College, was relied upon by the Mor- 


mons to sustain their position in the matter 
of naturalizing aliens of their faith, but the 
damaging admissions made by him only 
served to still further weaken it. He testi- 
fied that he never taught the students to 
obey the law of Congress forbidding polyg- 
amy, because in his belief the law is uncon- 
Stitutional, notwithstanding the Supreme 
Court’s decision to the contrary. Prof. Tal- 
mage further testified that nearly every 
prominent ieader of the church had been or 
is now a polygamist, that it was tne duty of 
every polygamist to do all in his power to 
keep the practice secret, evade arrest, and 
defy the law, and thatif he were a polyga- 
mist he would do so. 

The testimony of the witnesses for the 
prosecution in this case was overwhelming, 
and it has been reinforced by nearly every 
Witness called for the defense. Mormon 
Bishops, elders, Inissionaries, and laymen 
have not hesitated to declare their disloyalty 
to the Federal Government and their deter- 
mination to violate the lawof Congress, to 
affirm their belief in polygamy and their 
resolution to practice it, and to justify the 
murders and assassinations of those who 
have violated the infamous oaths they took 
in the endowment house. It has been es- 
tablished outof their own mouths that the 
Mormon hierarchy isan enemy to the Gov- 
ernment and the institutions of the country. 
The evidence on this point is not only direct 
but cumulative, and the strongest feature of 
it all is the confirmation of ali and more than 
Was charged by the Gentile witnesses. 
Whatever may be the outcome of this partic- 
ularcase Mormonism stands self-confessed 
of hostility to republican institutions and 
self-convicted of treason. Whatever course 
may be taken in solving the difficult problem

BUSSEY SHOULD FOLLOW TANNER. 
Adout sixteen vears ago, when J. H. Baker 
was Commissioner ot Pensions, an effort was 
made to have statutes which grant pensions 
interpreted somewhat like other laws and 
not merely with a view to get as much money 
as possible out of the Treasury regardless of 


‘the sort of men who got it. The effort faiied, 


and the administration of the Pension Office 
has been such as would not be tolerated in 
any other branch of the Government. Poli- 
ticians, public men, and even influential 
journals deciine to complain or criticise the 
loosé and reck!ess administration of the pen- 
sion laws because they fear being put in @ 
false position and accused of an unfriendly 
feeling toward ex-Union soldiers. So 
the practice of construing everything 
against the Government and in favor 
of ciaimants irrespective of merit 
and in the manner desired by claim 
agents has gone on until it is 
now held that pensions can be secured even 
by deserters and bounty jumpers!’ Rumors were 
started some time ago that the Pension Office 
was committed to this disgraceful doctrine, 
but Tue Trisune refused to believe that such 
could be the fact and thought there must be 
a mistake somewhere. The report of Bussey, 
Assistant Secretary of the Interior, disposes 
of alldoubts. Mr. Bussey announces bis de- 
cision that deserters from the flag in war are 
entitled to pensions,on ths same terms as 
honorably discharged soldiers! and tries to 
support this ‘position by an argument which 
is an insult tocommon sense and should be 
treated as an attempt to disgrace the Admin- 
istration. Bussey should follow Tanner, and 
that too without delay. 

Bussey’s pettifogging and absurdly techni- 
cal plea that desertion in war does not for- 
feit the right to pension merits no considera- 
tion but contempt, It is a transparent falsity 
and is exposed by the mere statement. De- 
sertion in war ranks in military law as one 
of the highest crimes a soldier can commit 
and may be punished by the forfeiture of the 
offender’s life. The worst of odium attaches 
to the coward who deserts his flag and his 
comrades in time of danger. Not only will 
taxpayers protest against being ievied upon 
to pay pensions to such wretches, but Union 
veterans denounce the attempt to add the 
names of bounty jumpers to the pension 
roll. There should be no place on that roll 
for the names of men not honorably dis- 
charged. It would be more honorable and 
cecent to pension brave and reputable Con- 
federate soidiers who openly fought against 
the Union than to put bounty jumpers and 
deserters from the Union army on the roll. 
Any worthy soldier would infinitely rather 
have his name on the pension-roll by the side 
of that of an ex-rebel soidier than of a de- 
serter. Bussey’s disgraceful and scandalous 
ruling should be repudiated by the Adminis- 
tration in the most emphatic manner. His 
resignation should be called for and he should 
be sent to join the *‘ surplus buster’’ without 


THE QUESTION IN A NUISHELL. 

Aided by a tariff which imposes on articles 
made abroad duties averaging 47 per cent on 
allimports the American manufacturer has 
secured the control of the home market in 
great measure and defies his foreign rival to 
deprive him of it. 

It is the avowed policy of the Democratic 
party to exchange this system of protection 
for one of open competituon in order that the 
goods bought by the American consumer may 
cost him the amountof the tariff less than 
they now do. Ex-President Cleveland says 
this will be the result of the repeal of the 
tariff and his friends believe it. 

It is admitted on ali Sides that free trade 
and the enforced competition of American 
manufacturers with English, French, ard 
German rivals will force the “former to sell 
goods as low as their antagonists, no matter 
how low they go, if they wish to retain the 
home market or compete in foreign ones. If 
they are not ready to sell at English free- 
trade prices every steamer and sailing ship 
which reaches our shores will come laden 
with foreign goods whose cheapness will 
force the costlier home articles out of the 
market unless they are sold as low as their 
rivais. 

If it is true, as Mr. Cleveland asserts, and 
the parrot-like Herald says after him, having 
no ideas of its own, that the taking off the 
average 47 per cent duty will lower the price 
of American-made goods nearly or quite that 
amount, the following consequences must 
necessarily ensue:

What would happen is 
obvious enough. They would reduce their 
expenses by 1,700 millions of dollars. How? 
By cutting down the wages of labor, and the 
price of domestic materials, and the cost of 
transportation—in short, by reducing every- 
thing that entered into the cost of the goods. 
Cleveland knows this, but his Chicago dupe

Tue Pittsburg peopie are halting between 
two opinionsin regard to the probability of 
their supply of natural gas being continued 
anuch longer. One set of experts have made a 
careful survey of the field, and profess to 
have arrived at the conviction that there is 
no real ground for alarm. They admit that 
in tne large fields the pressure is much less 
than at first, but say the yield has not ap- 
preciably decreased, and hold that an en- 
largement of the mains will provably suffice 
to meet the necessities of the district for 
several years,to come. Butin the face of 
all these assurances some of the manufact- 
urers are removing their establishments to 
the vicinity of the gas wells, s0:as to save 
the loss due to passage through mules of 
mains, the gas companies are growing un- 
easy, and the coal men correspondmgly 
jubiliant over the prospect, the time of 
‘‘petering out” bemg variously estimated 
at two Ww i six years’ hence. “Per- 
haps the most efficient answer that 
can -be made to those who claim, it 
is a faise alarm wili be the statement 
that the largest company now refuses to 
make new contracts for the supply of gas ex- 
cept for limited periods. And this encour- 
ages the men who have patehts for tne man- 
ufacture of artificial gas for fuel purposes. 
They are casting about for opportunities to 
enter the lists at the earliest moment after 
the natural article is admitted to be a fail- 
ure. Waen that time comes Pittsburg will 
lose whatever advantage it may have en- 
joyed as a manufacturing center except that 
derived from its propinquity to coal fields,

SoME months ago people passing the boun- 
dary line between Indiana and the present 
area of Chicago asked ihe reason why cer- 
tain large structures were being run up 
in that vicinity. Men ana women living 
near, and even those emploved to superin- 
tend the erection, did not know, or professed 
they did not. In consequence the questions 
remained unanswered, though it was shrewd- 
ly guessed the.work was being done for the 
Standard Oil combination. That guess seems 
to have been the correctone. It is now an- 
nounced that the buildings will be used for 
refining purposes, and that they will take all 
the crude oil that is brought hither by the 
pipe line the advent of which was ushered 
in by such a flourish of trumpets a littie less 
than two yearsago. Thus fade into notuing- 
ness the hopes of those who counted on a 
perpetual supply of the raw material for the 
use of manufacturers in the region of the 
Calumet. The “crude” was simply placed 
at their service pending the perfection of 
other arrangements which had for their ob- 
ject the cutting out of competition by inde- 
pendent refiners. It is stated that the latter 
are no longer to be vermitted to obtain sup- 
plies in tank cars, which means that they 
will be utterly unable to cope with the octo- 
pus, which can pipe its oil here at less than 
one-tenth the actual cost of shipment in Dar- 
rels. Weil might one of oid place on record 
his conviction that ‘*The tender mercies of 
the wicked are cruel,”’ 


Tue Cobourgs, who have not been heard of 
for some time, are once moreswashing about 
on the political surface because Dom Pedro, 
who is allied to them, has been deposed. At 
a solemn conference held in Vienna they 
have decided to await the arrival of the late 
Emperor and then take steps to place his 
grandson, Prince Pedro, upon the throne. 
It is not lhkeiy that the old Emperor will 
give his consent to any such nonsense or 
waive his claim upon the two and a half 
millions of spot cash and his annual pension 
of $450,000 for the sake of gratifying the 
Cobourgs. Evenif he should they will only 
waste their time. The last monarchin the 
New World has gone back to Europe to stay. 
A more powerful house than the Cobourgs 
once tried the experiment of setting up a 
monarch in Mexico and the world knows 
the tragic result. The Cobourgsif they are 
wise wiil drop down into their obscurity and 
stay there. 


Tue turbulent isiand of Hayti is once more 
in the throes of wu revolution. Hippolyte has 
hardly established himself in power after 
his long struggle with Legitime before a 
fresh revolt occurs and an army of 5,000 men 
is disput:ng his authority. As yet there are 
no particulars ta show who is responsiie for 
the uprising or what are the causes that 
have led up to it, but if this sort of thing 
goes on much longer it may Lecome neces- 
sary for the United States to take Hayti 
under its protecting wing and give it a stable 
government. Its revolutions are getting tire- 
some. It remuins to be seen, however, 
whether Hippolyte is strong enough to stamp 
out this new revolution, and to what extent 
other powers may have been involved in 
stirring up strife to subserve their interests. 


How Mahone Wrecked the Republican 
Party in Virginia. 

New York Post: The official returns in Vir- 
ginia illustrate clearly the extent of tne revolt 
among Republicans against Mahone and demon- 
strate the absurdity.of the claim that the sweep- 
ing Democratic victory was due to fraud. The 
total vote proves to be nearly 291,000, or within 
about 12,000 of the unprecedentedly full poll in 
the last Presidential election. The vote for 
Governor will not be canvassed until the Legis- 
lature meets, but the returns on Attorney Gen 
eral give the Mahone candidate only 122,681, 
against 166,978 for the Democratic, whereas last 
year Harrison bad 150,438 to 151,977 for Cleveland. 
In other words Mahone kept nearly 30,000 Re- 
publicans from supporting the Republican party 
this year, while about haif of the number not 
only refused to support his ticket but voted 
directly for the Democratic candidates. It is 
worth while to examine the figures from the 
white districts, where not even the most blatant 
Mahoneite has alleged any unfairness, and 
where there are but dew negroes, and we append 
the totals in four counties of the Shenandoah 
Valley and four counties in Southwest Virginia:

The vote in these counties is nearly as large as 
last year, but the Republican total has sunk 
from 16,234 to 13,647, while the Democratic has 
increased from 15,634 to 17,206, transforming a 
Republican majority of 600 last year into a Dem- 
ocratic—or rather anti-Mahnone—majority of 3,559 
this year. 


A Postmaxter’s Civil-Service Views. 

Mr. John Field, the new Postmaster of Phila- 
delphia, has written a letter to the local Civil- 
Service Reform Association which ddaserves 
praise. After returning thanks for the \court- 
eous and complimentary letter which he had re- 
ceived from the officers of the organization, and 
saying that “itis due to the Administration to 
say that my membership in your body an@ my 
views in relation to the public service were fully 
known and understood before the position of 
Postmaster was tendered to me, and that I have 
not been asked to modify those opinions in any 
particular,” he proceeds: 

The existing postal rules and regulations 
adopted by the Civil-Service Commission ana 
approved by President Harrison are more com- 
prehensive and far-reaching than those under 
his predecessor, and embrace neariy all the po- 
sitions occupied by emplovés in the post-office. 
These rulesand regulations and the fuli spirit 
and purpose of the law, as I understand the 
same, shall be strictly observed and maintained. 
Sofar, therefore, as applies to these places, 
there will, during my administration, be no re- 
movals except for just and legal cause, and no 
appointment save in strict accordance with the 
law. As to the few positions to which the said 
rules and reguisations do not apply, it is suf- 
ficient for me to say that changes will be made 
tberein when, in my judgment, the efficiency of 
the service will be thereby promoted. 


Price of Print Paper. 

In regara to the price of Chicago newspapers 
the Herald modestly ascribes the extreme cheap- 
ness to its undercut ¢nterprise. If it would 
stop to recollect and then reflect a little it might 
be disposed to give the chiet credit to the in- 
ventor of the wood pulp process for print paper. 
It is to wood pulp that the Chicago public owe 
the extraordinary cheapness of their daily news- 
papers. Suitable wood costing little and found 
in abundance along the St. Lawrence and the 
shores of the great lakes 1s converted by auto- 
matic machinery driven by water power and by 
the use Of cheap chemicals into snowy white 
pulp fit for print paper at a cost which formerly 
in the days of rag and straw pulp would have 
been thought impossible. Little labor is re- 
quired tv change spruce logs into paper pulp. 
The Herald pays but one-third the old ante-war 
rag paper price for its print; not half tne price of 
a few years ago, nor a fifth of the price charged 
forthe wretched, brittle article of straw paper 
during the war. 

‘* Wood pulp” Miller, ultra-protectionist, who 
“ fell outside of the breastworks’’ when running 
for Governor, is far more entitied to credit for 
reducing the price of the Herald to its rcaders 
than are its publishers. Credit should be to 
those to who it is due, 


The Coasting Trade. 

New York Post; Nov. 17, 1887, Lord Salisbury 
wrote to our Minister at London, Mr. Ips: 

Even the coasting trade of the Unitéd King- 
dom is freely open to vessels of the Unsitea 
States, as to other foreign vessels, although the 
United States does not udmit British vessels to 
reciprocal privileges in her coastmg trade. 

And yet Consul General Sutton, in his report

Great Britain, France, and Germany (vb 2%) 
* continue to limit the privilege of the coas 

trade to their own domestic vessels.” Probably 
the Consul General did not * know any better.”

“I re- 
ceived some assistance,’ she said, “from 
the appeal, for which I am grateful, until 
Mr. Fitzgerald, leader of the Irish League, 
took it uvon himself to deny the story told 
by my friends who visited me and also my 
own words. He did this, too, before he 
had either made a personal investigation 


' or sent one of his many agents to me. 


There is a reason for his doing this. In his 
denial of my condition he states that the 
league would take care of me had I let them 
know, and on my failure to let them know 
he bases his whole denial. The truth 1s, the 
league must have known of my condition. 


My poverty dates back to 1879. My daughter’ 


Fanuy was at death’s door at that time, and 
secretly made an appeai to the ieague for as- 
sistance, as I was destitute. To my appeal 
the leacue paid no attention, and, worse, 
they gave me the lic. In 1885 and 1886 | wus 
sick in New York, and again the league 
knew of my destitute condition. They knew, 
too, that my condition was the result of 
my work for Ireland for many years. 
However, Miss Elien Ford, daughter of Pat- 
mek Ford of ths Jrith World, Mrs. Kate 
Deggs, Miss Maria Doherty, Mrs. Condon,

A NEW PLAN OF KEORGANIZATION, 


Anether Scheme for the Missouri, Kansas 
& Texas Suggested. 

New: York, Nov. 27.—[Special.}—The Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the Missouri, Kansas

GENERAL METROPOLITAN NEWS. 


Rindskopf'Bros. & Co.'s Assignment Held to 
Be Valtid—Again at Liberty. 


New York, Nov. 27.—[Special. |— fhe Court 
of Apveals has decided that the celebrated 
assignment of Rindskopf Bros. & Co., whole- 
saie clothing dealers, formerly at Nos. 616 
and 618 Broadway, is valid. They made an 
assignment to J. W. Mack in September, 
1884, with liabilities of $1,283,000 
and preferences; of about $600,000. 
Eleven separate suits were brought to set 
aside the assigamenton behalf of 100 cred- 
itors in this city, embracing nearly all 
the prominent woolen merchants and many 
banks. The suits have been bitterly con- 
tested during tne last five years. Judge Van 
Brunt of the Supreme Court, after a triaiof 
several days,decided that the assignment was 
valid in every respect. and the genera: term 
aftirmed that judgment. The Court of Ap- 
peals has now decided also that the assign- 
ment was made in good faith, and has 
awarded judgment in favor of the assignee, 
with costs against the attaching creditors. 

Supt. Bellon His Kecent Trip. 

J. Lowrie Bell, General Superintendent of 
the railway mail service of the United 
States..was at the New York Post-Office to- 
day. He has just returned from the West, 
where he has been making a personal inspec- 
tion of the service between the Atlantic and 
the Pacific, with the view also of improving 
‘the transit of the transcontinental mail.

CONGRESS APPEALED TO BY THE CON- 
VENTION AT 8ST. LOUIS. 


Req vest for a Coinage to Pass Current with 
South American Nations—Demonetiza- 
tion of Silver Deciared the Stepping 
Stone to Evils of the Past, Present, and 

. Future—Strong Address by Congressman 
Bliand—A Hint to Mémbers of Congress. 


St. Louis, Mo., Nov. 27.—It was nearly 11 
o’clock before the National Silver Conven- 
tion was called to order by the Chairman 
this morning. A number of teiegrams from 
delayed delegates were read, stating that 
they would arrive today. Delegate Long? 
meyer of Texas presented his credentials. 

Delegate Morse of Colorado introduced the 
following resolution : 

Kesoived, That the Senators and Representa- 
tives in the Congress of the United States be and 
are hereby requested to establish a unit for the 
coinage of silver with the South American States 
that shall make Silver coin pass current on a par 
with goldin all the Americas of the Western 
Hemisphere, and that they also be requested to 
open negotiations. With the Congress of all the 
Americas now in session in Wushington for the 
building of u railroad from the United States to 
and through the States of South America. 

After a lively discussien the resolution 
was referred to the Committee on Resolu- 
tions. , 

A number of resolutions were offered in 


"rapid succession, and all referred to the 


Committee on Resolutions. 

A paper from John Thompson, Vice-Pres- 
ident of the Chase National Bank of New 
York, was then read. lt was the deliverate 
judgment of Mr. Thompson that the move- 
ment foramore liberal use of silver in our 
currency suppiy shguid be gradua). For in- 
Stance, first secure the coinage of the max- 
imum #,000,000 per month, and see the re- 
sults produced under the augmented coinage. 
In his deliberate judgment this augmented 
coinage would pave the way for the adoption 
of free coinage Oy acclamation. The paper 
continued: 

With the demonetization of silver began an era 
of contraction, not perhaps shown by the aggre- 
gute figures of the outstanding currency, but by 
the disproportion between the increase of the 
currency und the business of the country, whieh 
has increased out of all proportion to the growth 
of the aggregate circulating medium. Of the 
mass Of goidin the country obtained since re- 
sumpton some 8200,000,000 is kept in the Treas- 
ury and is virtually no part of the working 
currency. Itis only drawn out when used for 
foreign shipment. Our working currency con- 
sists of legai-tender notes, natiunal bank notes. 
silver coin, and silver certificates. The latter do 
not now increase as fast as the national bank 
notes are retirea, Therefore it can truthfully 
be said that the stock of currency that does the 
work of the country is slowly but surely di- 
minishing, While the business demand upon it 
are constantly increasing. Thus there have 
been two influences at, work tending 
to ifcrease the measuring powers of 
money in the United States and consequent de- 
preciation of property; one, the general effect 
ofthe demonetization of silver. and the other, 
the contraction of thé particular kind of cur- 
rency used. While our dollars are of silver and 
the silver certificates are based upon them, so 
far both these dollars and their representatives 
have been restricted in amount and kept on a golu 
basis by a policy that has favored the gold mono- 
metallic standard. 

The demonetization of silver has been and is a 
Wiclsea preference given to the creditor over the 
debtor classes of our en‘ire population, and it is 
this preference that is driving out middle Classes 
into edly | and enabling millionaires to muiti- 
ply their millions. Nothing, in my opinion, will 
save our peéopie from a social revoluton so stre- 
ly as the full remonetization of silver and giving 
itall the advantages we now give to goid, bota 
in ~y and ih the rulitig of our Treasury Depart- 
ment. 

The mono-gold standard is a stepping-stone to 
anarchy; nay, itis more, itis a flight of stairs 
leading to the chamber of horrors, bankruptcy, 
panies, suicide, repudiation, and universal pov- 
efty among ail real wealth-producers, for whose 
welfare the best minds, the best statesmanship. 
und the best representatives of all legitimate 
business interests should ever be eniisted. 

A URACK AT WALL STREPT. 

The foliowmg resolution, offered 
Jacks of California, was received wi 
and referred under the rule: 

WHEREAS, Wall street and Eastern bon 
holders are now actually at work striving“to 
elect a Speaker for tie approaching Congress 
whose record is entirely opposed to silver inter-

What would be the effect of the free coinuge of 
silver by the Goverument of the United States? 

This 18 not anew question, nor is it lacking in 
interest because itis not new. The silver gquas- 
tion, like the poor, we have always withus. The 
free coinage of silver will settle tne sil- 
ver question and very greatly relieve the 
poor, It is said that silver is the 
money of the poor man. This saying is 
not without reason. Silver constitutes for the 
most part that Vast sum of money in the world 
called subsidiary. coins, the fractional or smal! 
change that Marks the transaction of retail trade 
the world over. In this sense it is the money of 
the poor. It 1s also the money that serves the 
convenience of the mob. To undertake to go 
back in history to thé time when silver was not 
money or the medigm of exchange would be to 
attempt the impossible. 

Germany deereed the goid standard in 1871. 
From 1857 till this decree she was on the silver 
standard, The United States demonetized silver 
in 1873, and France limited its coinage in 1874 and 
finally suspended it in 1879. This hostile ltegisia- 
tion broke the parity, and since then gold has 
steadily appreciated, while silver has remained 
stationary, or perhaps has also slightly appre- 
ciated. 

A FRAUD UPON THE PEUPLE. 

The only question. with bimetailigts in our 
country 1s whether we should at once repeal our 
demonetization laws or wait tor the concurrence 
of the other Powers, including Great Britain. 
It is a significant fact that you will scarcely find 
a man in public life today who will assume the 
responsibility of contending tur the single gold 
standurd. 

I am in favor of paddling our own canoe in this 
as weil as all other suodjects. If we have enacted 
bad laws let us repeal them. It is not necessary 
to ask the advice or concurrence of other coun- 
tries. Especially sbould we repeal alaw that 
has been 80 Universally condemned as the de- 
monetization act of 1873. 

No matter whether the interested few who en- 
gineéred this legislation meart well or no', it was 
practically a fraud upon Congress and the Amer- 
ican people. 

What followed the insane legisiation of 1873 
we know full well. It was not more than six 
months after we demonetized silver till we found 
our countryin the throes of a financial panic, 
the most disastrous in our whole history. You 
could not get your own money hor could you 
borrow. Confidence had fied. Disaster and 
ruin were written in the faces of people every- 
where. Money could not be had. hose who 
were so unfortunate as to have debts to pay 
had no other recourse but the  »bank- 
rupt courts. Their dockets were 
crowded with litigants. They were in 
name courts of bankruptcy, but in 
fact they were courts of confiscation, where the 
property of debtors was taken and turned over 
to creditors without consideration. It is not 
claimed that the demonetization of silver alone 
caused this panic. There were other contractions 
of the currency in progress. But the probabili- 
ties are that had we left our mints open to tne 
free coinage of silver there would have been, as 
we have shown, a continual and heavy increase 
in the coinage Of the silver dollar to counteract 
the effect of paper contractions. 

On this continent to tne south of us and to the 
west in Asia there are 800.000,000 of people. who 
use only silver as money. They are the best 
customers for manufactures and the chief source 
of foreign trade. We ought to have this trade. 
Proper legislution on the silver question will 
greatiy aid us in securing it. 

The product of our gold mines will answer the 
demand for our commerce with Western Europe 
and our silver mines with South America, Mex- 
ico, and Asia. Nature has been bountiful 
in snomyng © with great riches in mines of sii- 
ver and gol By the free coinage of both New 
York, and sot London or Paris, would be the 
money center for the exchanges of the world. 
What is wanted is the courage of mén—states- 
men—not the timidity of mice. Let the silver 
cord be loosened, the golden nitcher broken at 
the fountain of free coinage for both metals. The 
desire of the nations of the world for money will 
not fail. 6 

The coovention reassembled at 2:30 and 
listened to pers from Judge Morris of 
Richmond, lad., and Congressman Symes 
of Celorado. Mr: Symes referred to the 
articie from the pen of John J. Knox, in 
which Mr. Knox took a position adverse to 
the sentiments of the convention, and said: 

*Aod thisis the man who advised Con- 

ss to demonetize silver from 1870-to 1873, 
cause, as he argued, an American silver 
doilar exceeds by 3 per cent the standard of 
gold, and will not circulate, but will be ex- 
ported for recoiuage.”’ 
SENATOR STEWART’S VIEWS. 

Congressman Symes was followed by 
Senator Stewart of Nevada, whose ringing 
remarks evoked frequent outburts of ap- 
piause. AMong other things Senator Stew- 
art said: 

During the deliberations thus far I have been 
profoundly impressed with the fact that the aues-

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tion of money is involved in these proceed : 
ana in order to understand what Saamt te te 
done we must confine ourselves to the ele- 
mentary principles that govern money. Civili- 
zation without money is impossible. No prog- 
ress whatever has veen made towards 
civilization without the use of some medi 
of exchange. There must be an intercha(ze 
of commodities. In early times and among 
savages efforts have been made to obtain some 
medium of exchange. The people of some na- 
tions have had cattle and others grain, and 
others shells, and the Chinese had the bark of 
the mulberry tree stamped in a peculiar way. 
The Africaus have verious kinds of trinkets. 
Nations have tried lead, irom. and copper, but 
finaily all civilized and semi-civilizea nations 
have decided on silver. The use of silver 
is pre-historic. The first we heard of 
the use of silver was a6 money. Gold was first 
used as an ornament. By and by we find gold 
is used as money. The two metals are peculiar; 
they are imperishable. For 3,000 years or more 
they have been the metals out of which money 
could be manufactured. Now, I say as long as a 
dollar can be manufactured out of a given quan- 
tity of silver or a given quantity of gold it 
makes no difference to the owner what bullion 
he has. With either he can get a dollar. and 
with that same dollar he can buy the same 
amount of labor and of property. 

I will not stop to explain to you how this 
silver demonetization fraud was committed. I 
was inthe Senate when the Dill passed: I did 
not know it; I had no means of knowing it; I did 
not know that any such scheme was contem- 
plated. There was no discussion in the Senate, 
not a word, not a suggestion in the Senate that 
the dollar was tobe omitted. There is nothing 
in the record of the Senateto show bow that 
dollar got out. The conferences of the commit- 
tee don't show it, but we find the fact to be that 
silver was omitted and I call upon the people to 
explain how it occurred. [t may have been a 
mistake. Who made the fraudulent dollar? The 
men who clandestinely got the bill through and 
who seem to take charge of the fraud. 

Senator Stewart closed by urging that 
there be a plain demand upon Congress to 
remonetize silver. 

The report of the Committee on Resolu- 
tions was read, and, on motion, recommitted 
for correction. 

“Calamity” Weller of lowa dissented 
from the views of the other members of the 
committee, and presented a minority report. 

After reading tne telegram from the Pres- 
ident of the Industrial League, dated Wash- 
ington, D. U., urging the unlimited coinage 
of silver, the convention adjourned till 9 a. 
m. tomorrow, when the majority report of 
the Committee on Resolutions will be taken 
up and acted on. 

‘he Resoluton Committee through R. P. 
Bland, the Chairman. presented a report be- 
fore the Committee of the Whole. There 
was a long preambie to the report criticising 
the action of the National legislators during 
the last fifteen years for demonetizing silver. 
The report demands from tie hands of Con- 
gress a law granting to the people ‘free coin- 
age of silver to tne amount of $4,000,000 a 
month, and recommends that the Amer can 
dollar in the future be of 41244 grains fine, 
and that the white metal be placed on an 
equality with gold. The convention rele- 
gated it to the committee for further consid- 


eration. 
MAY CLOSE NAVIGATION FOR THIS YEAR. 


A Heavy Northwest Storm Predicted for 
Today—General Marine News. 

The worst Northwest storm of the year is pre- 
dicted by the signal seryice for the great lakes 
today, and itis likely to bring navigation to a 
speedy close. Asarule only the staunch and 
seaworthy steamers are now out of port, and 
the losses may not be great. What few suil 
craft are yet in commission were yesterday 
driven into shelter, and ugless tempted outside 
by the lull in the storm last night no mishaps to 
that class of boats are probable. 

The schooners George A. Marsh and Guido lost 
parts of their deckloads of lumber in making 
this port yesterday. Considerable timber was 
floating off the harbor, which doubtless came 
from some boat. Last night nothing was moving 
on the river. 

HOLLAND, Mich., Nov. 27.—[(Special.}—Heavy 
snow fell last nightand it is lying eight inches 
deep on the jevel. The schooner Belle Laura ar- 
rived ana Avil lay up. 

GRAND HAVEN, Mich., Nov. 27.—[Special.]— 
A heavy snow-storm prevailed here since last 
evening. Wind northwest, cold. The steamer 
Wisconsin, due to leave last night, is still in 
port. The steamer F. & P. M. No.2, with a cargo 
ofsalt from Manistee for Chicago, sought shelter 
bere this morning. 


Boats Still Taking Grain. 

Considerable tonnage was placed for grain to 
Buffalo on the basis of 3 cents forcorn. There 
are yet Lere some four or five boats that may 
take grain if the weather is favorable. The last 
boat the Western Transit company sends out 
will be the Hudson Saturday night. The Arabia, 
Albany, Boston, Buffalo, and Syracuse lay up 
here. 

CLEVELAND, O., Nov. 27.~No charters for this 
season were reported today, alsahough it is uh 
derstood that a fe ‘ loads of coal remain to 
be carried, and px three or four cargoes of 
ore from Escanab. yet to be brought down. 
In contracts for next year. itis asserted that 
several boats have been placed for ore from Es- 
canaba at $1.10. There are imtimatons that all 
the owners who are willing to place their vessels 
on season or several month contracts for ore 
from Ashiand and Two Harbors at 1.55, and 
from Marquette at $1.2. have done so. All the 
contracts thus farclosed have been nevotiated 
by owners themselves. Agents have had noth- 
ing to do with them, unless it be that in a few 


instances they have cone so under direct orders

The Noyemberigrand jury made its final report 
to Judge Autheny yesterday afternoon, return- 
ing forty-five indictments.

CHARGES AGAINST HEALTH OFFICER, 


Dr. Wickersham Says They Are Spitefual 
Utterances of a Discharged Emplove. 

Health Commissioner Dr. Wickerstiam was in 
a belligerent mood yesterday because of the 
publication of charges against the management 
of the city small-pox hospital in an affidavit of 
one George Pfeifer, a discharged employé. The 
charges allege in brief that about Euster, 1886, a 
sister from St. Joseph's hospital at Fort Wayne 
traveled in public conveyances from there to 
the pesthouse at Chicago afflicted with the smail- 
pox, and that the sisters at the pesthouse 
enjoined upon Pfeifer to keep the matter a se- 
cret. and further that the sister was treated as a 
patient without the calling of a Poa’ nen for 
seven weeks. He says that Sept 1889, he 
was compelled to convey bedding infected with 
small-pox through the streets of the city to @ 
renovating establishment, and further that on 
Oct. 23, 1889, the deponent carried in a sing!e gro- 
cery wagon a child infected with smali-pox from 
No. 113 Harrison street to the said institution, 
exposing the chila as well as the public. 

“There's a doctor named Pflaum who first 
bprougbt these charges,’’ said Dr. Wickersham. 
“[ refused to investigate the case al- 
leged to have occurred over three years 
ago. but the others I did investigate, and 
they are as flimsy as others not stated 
in the affidavit which were alieged by Pflaum. 
He tried to back them up with Pfeifer and after 
a careful investigation I discharged Pfeifer from 
the city employ. The bedding had been disin- 
fected at the hospital and was simply sent to be 
renovated. As regards the child from Harrisen 
street, it was broaght to the hospital in one of 
the two closed vehicles used there. The sisters 
manage the hospital voagpe wis and économically 
ang this is simply spite work aguinst them by 
this man Pflaum, who wanted to get them out 
and otners in.” é

IN THE SEVENTH ROUND. 


Charges That the Referee Deliberately 
Robbed the Foreigner of the Battle in 
the Sixth—Nolan a Game Man and the 
Victim of Hard Luvk—The Feather- 
weight Championship at Staxe—Last 
Day bat One of the Birmingham Meet~- 
ing. 


New York, Nov. 27.—[Specia!.]—Mike Nolan, 
aged 20, and standing five feet three inches, who 


came 3,000 miles to meet Cal McCarthy of Jersey 


City, aged 22, and nieusuring tive feet four, will 
return to the land of John Bull with a broken 


jaw and alight estimate of our idea of “fair 


play.”. On a barge near Nyack Nolan and Mc 
Curthy put up their skin-gloved hands to fight to 


a finish for the featherweight championship of 
the world, under Queensberry rules, for §250 a 


side and a purse of $500. 

About 200 leading club men of this city wit- 
nessed the fight. The men left this city early in 
the evening on a barge where the ring was 
pitched, and the fight took place in Tappan Zee 
Bay, near Nyack on the Hudson. It wasa fierce 
fight while it lasted, and was won by McCarthy 
in the seventh round. 

The men entered the ring at 8:38 p. m., McCur- 
thy, who is 22 years old and stands 5 feet4 
inches, weighing 115% pounds, was seconded by 
Tom Collins and Alex. Gallagher. Nolan is 20 
years old, stands 5 feet 3 inches, and weighs 116 
pounds. He was seconded by Jack Herley and 


Ed Bennett. Jack McMasters held the time for 


McCarthy and Jimmy McCabe officiated in like 
capacity for Nolan. 

The fight began at 8:40 p.m. Nearly every one 
present looked -upon McCarthy as a sure and 
easy winner. 
at MoCarthy fiercely from the start. He led 
three times at McCarthy without landing. Mc- 
Carthy adopted the “Jack Dempsey” tactics 
and let his opponentido all the fighting, he de- 
voting his attenton to dodging his opponent's 
blows. McCarthy watched for his chance and 
trusted to a blow when he caught his antagonist 
off his guard. By this method he secured first 
blood before the close of the sound by planting a 
good right-hander over Nolan’s mouth. 

McCarthy was as quick as a cat in the second 
round in getting away from Nolan and avoiding 
punishment. He let Nolan do ali the leading, 
and, like an old professional, waited for an open- 
ing, when he would inflict severe punishment. 

It was evident in the third round that Mc- 
Carthy, knowing be had no easy task to perform, 
was holding back in order to let his opponent 
wind himself. although he never lost an oppor- 
tunity to try to get in a knock-out blow. olan, 
however, was on the alert, and on several occa- 
sions avoided McCarthy's fierce swinging blows. 

The betting was $200 to $40 on McCarthy, and a 
number of bets at these figures were taken. 

Being hela so cheap infuriated Nolan so much 


that in the fourth round’ ne foreed the fighting 
and made matters so lively for McCarthy that 


he gained many friendsand brought the betting 


down to $100 to #25 in favor of McCarthy. The 


latter was chased all over the ring, but still his 


admirers were of the opinion that tneir favorite 


was only working to wind his opponent, who was 
panting freely, while he, apparentiy, had plenty 
of wind, 

Nolan showed up in good shape in the fifth 
round, and after landing five sfraight left-handed 
leads on McCartby without a® return the betting 
dropped down to $60 to 8380 in favor of McCarthy, 
who stili kept up the dodging tactics, and just 
before the call of time he gotan opening and 
landed a vicious upper-cut on Nolan's right eye 
which almost clostea it. This raised McCarthy's 
stock again and mate him a great favorite, 

In the sixth round Nolan again forced the fight- 
ing and followed it up to a great advantage. Mc- 
Carthy saw that it wus do or die, so he braced up 
and fought his man almost to a standstill. Dur- 
ing a sherp rally **Time’’ was called, and as 
Nolan dropped his hauds and turned to walk to 
his corner McCarthy hit him a stinging blow on 
the neck. ‘*Foul!’’ cried almost everybody pres- 
ent, anag every one expected to hear the referee 
say “Nolan wins.” But he deliberately robbed 
the foreigner of the battle by excusing McCarthy 
on the ground that the noise prevented him from 
hearing * Time’ called, 

Nolan was still game, eagerly pursued the wily 
‘*Cal,”’ and landed repeatedly on the neck and 
face. Bruises were plentiful on each man’s face 
in the seventh round. Despite the fact that No- 
lun was blowing hard he was full of fight. In a 
fierce exchange of blows at close quarters, in 
which the honors seemed to be even, Nolan 
stepped back, put down his bands,and then, 
pointing with his left to his right jaw, offered his 
hand to McCarthy. The iatter was surprised, as 
was everybody about thering. Upon being asked 
by the referee what the trouble was the poor fel- 
low could notreply. His mouth was wide open. 
Examination showed that his jaw had been 
broken. It was a chance biow, which even the 
backers of the winner regretted, The fight was 
then given to McCarthy.

United States for 1892. Having exhibited at 
home our industrial genius. we must now de- 
velop our commercial power by creating new 
relations. Never at any time have the North 
Americans been so numerous in Paris as they 
are at present. It would almost seem that they 
have discovered us. They are making acquaint- 
ances with our manufacturers and our artists; 
they are paying their compliments to the govern- 
ing powers: they are mixing in our life, and they 
understand our ideas and feelings. 

“Tt seems a revelation, foliowed by an evi- 
dently sincere desire to build up a lasting friend- 
ship. The part which the United States is des- 
tined hereafter to play in the worid will be im- 
mense. Tbat country advances with giant strides 
towards a supremacy which nothing will be able 
to withstand. All Europe will probably be in- 
capable of holding her own in a century or two 
against “ Young America.” It is therefore pleas- 
ant to know that the young American Republic 
loves France and her genius. This reciprocal 
sympathy should lead us to take a part in the 
exposition of 1892. As we can have no political 
alliance, let us promote strong fmendships. Will 
this exhibition take place in 1882? Nobody yet 
knows: but the hesitation as to location is only 
between two cities, New York and Chicago. 
. ,. . It is most probable that Chicago will be 
preferred. This will be simple justice for an ex- 
position in the United States, for Chicago is cer- 
tainly the American city “par excellence. 
Fifty yeurs ago it did not contain 100 inhabitants. 
Now it contains 800,000. Her commerce is im- 
mense and her palaces have arisea as if by en- 
chantment.

* The tirst Legislature of South Dakota has a 
great deal of work before it,” said Mr, Ringsrud, 
“and I believe they will do that work well). They 
are a fine body of men and a conservative body, 
more conservative than you would look for in 
the Legislature of a new State. Their greatest 
work will be the making of a‘complete code of 
laws. Just what stand they will take in railroad 
legislation it is hard to say. There are a great many 
farmers in the Assembly, and one generally 
looks for radical railroad legislation from farmer 
legislators. I am confident that South Dakota 
will not go so far as Iowa has gone in this. There 
is a special reason why that is so aside from the 
temper cf the Legislature. South Dakota wants 
more railroads. In some sections the question 
of how they shall secure more railroads is the 
one which 1s nearer than any other to the people. 
While so many new roads are wanted you need 
look for no- legislation. which will frighten rail- 
road capital. The Territory has long hada law 
which provided for computing railroad taxes on 
a basis of gross earnings. The people are op- 
posed to that plan, but they have silenced their 
opposition because they wish to offer all the in- 
ducements possible to new railroad enterprises, 

** When they come to making laws governing 
trusts I suppose they will hardly go at it quite so 
gingerly. The tendency everywhere seems to be 
for stringent trust legislation, and I will not be 
surprised if our State equals Missouri in that 
respect. We are greatly interested in the polit- 
icalsituation in Montana. it is most unfort- 
unate. I would rather. have seen a Democratic 
Legislature elected, if it had been fairly elected, 
than to have things in the present situation. 
But it certainly wouldn't do Tor the Montana 
Republicans to sit around with closed eyes and 
let the State be stolen from them.”’ 


“There is no question about Senator Allison’s 
reélection,”’ said his colleague, Senator James 
F. Wilson of lowa, who was on his way to 
Washington yesterday. “There may be some 
talk to the contrary by people who know nothing 
about it, but I don’t know of any one understand- 
ing the situation who raises a question in the 
matter. What will the Republican party of 
Iowa do about prohibition? It will stand by it. 
The people of Iowa believe in parties keeping 
good faith as well as men. The Republican purty 
would break faith if it repealed the prohibition 
laws. I would not belong toa party that would 
so break faith. I donot believe the Prohibition 
law will be repealed. It will take the 
sanction of the Senate to do it. The 
Senate has a Republican majority, and I don't 
believe it will change that law. Prohibition in 
Iowa is a success. I will admit there are some 
places where it is not enforced. But in the 
greater part of the State itis enforced, and the 
majority of the people favorit. Let me tell you 
one thing it has done. It has reduced crime so 
we will soon have to close up one of our peniten- 
tiaries. We coulda put all our prisoners into one 
penitentiary now if we crowded them as closely 
as they doin most States. Isn’t that an argu- 
mert in favor of prohibition? 

“I think itis the imperative duty of the Re- 
reat party, now thatit has control of both 

ouses of Congress, to come to an early agree- 
ment for the revision and reduction of the tariff. 
That is the most important matter Congress has 
before it. Buta question that is of equal im- 
portance, perhaps. because it involves not only 
tariff legisiation but ail other action, is a revis- 
ion of the ruies governing the House, If any- 
thing 1s to be accomplished those rules must be 
a s0 @ majority can effectively indicate 
ts will. t 

“I regard the present agitation for closer com- 
mercial relations with South: America of the 
greatest importance in its possibilities, We 
want to see the New World exactly the reverse 
of the Ola—we do not want a hemisphere in 
which every nation is working at cross purposes, 
but one where there is perfect harmony. If we 
are to accomplish much in the way of a commer- 
cial union we must first have means of transpor- 
tution. Ido not see how wecan expect to build 
up a great shipping interest, however, without 
doing what all the other‘commercial nations are 
doing. The American people have said a good 
many times that they aon’: believe in subsidy. 
It looks to me though asif we nad got to come to 


that, and I believe the people are coming toit. I. 


think there is a growing change of sentiment on 
that point.” 


**T am on the best of terms with the members 
ef the Sioux Commission,”’ said Senator Petti- 
grew of South Dakota. “ There is nothing at all 
in the reports some papers have circulated about 
our being at swords’ points. I don’t-agree with 
the commission in its opinion that the reserva- 
tion ought not to be opened at once, but that is 
only an honest difference of opinion. The fear 
which they express that there would be suffering 
if the reservation were thrown open to settlers 
this ‘winter is groundiess. The settlers would 
come prepared to take care of themselves. It 
has been said that our demand for the immediate 
opening of the reservation is only a scheme to 
bolsterup a ‘boom.’ That isn’tso. Any one 
ought to see thatif it were left till spring the 
boom would be ten times greater. If it is opened 
now the impression will go out that the choicest 
lands will be taken by the veople who goin this 
winter, and the rush of that class of immigrants 
who have an idea that a reservation is better than 
any other spot on earth and that they can make 
their fortune there in a year—the tofiux of those 
people will be averted.” 


“There is never anything new in the country,” 
said ex-Gov. Oglesby, who was strolling around 
the Grand Pacific yesterday. ‘';We are husking 
corn and feeding stock. Thatigpall. Every day 
that the snow keeps off saves at least $5 to the 
average farmer, because his cattle can eat grass 
and stalks which the snow willcoverup. I con- 
sider l've been making $5 a day ba accouutof the 
weather since Nov. 15, anyway: Just as quick 
as I get a little ahead, you see, lcome to Cnhica- 
go for a day or two.”

Rates and Divisions Over Indirect Routes 
Not to Be Countenanced. 

The October meeting of the Trans-Mis- 
souri Association considered a proposition 
that the St. Joe & Grand Island railroaa be 
allowed to publish divisions on live stock 
and grain from points’on its iine west of 
Seneca, Kas., to Chicago and St. Louis and 
the Kansas City, Wyandotte '& Northwest- 
ern railway in accordanee with figures pre- 
viously submitted. The proposition was de- 
feated and the question appealed to the Ex- 
arbitration. 

“Chairman Walker has just rendered a de- 
cision in which, after a thorough statement 
ot the matter at issue, he says the proposi- 
tion 1s a different and quite peculiar one. It 
is desired to alte the Kansas City, Wyan- 
dotte & Northwestern one-fourth of the 
‘evenue which wo normally accrue to the 
stern lines upon veries to them at the 
Missouri River. If the different links in any 
nven through ) should be 

t free to adjvst between them- 
seives their respective divisions of 
ageregate through rates serious difficulties 
wouid . occasioned, among other rea- 
sons, by the fact that advantageous divisions 
conceded to a connection operate strongly to 
control the traffic, angi that each road has a 
large number of connectiogs to bid against 
the other for ite business. If the Chicago 
& Alton aud other Kansas City lines make 
such an arrangement with tne Kansas City, 
Wyandotte & Northwestern they must be 
ready to doso with all lines which enter Kan- 


sas City under similar circumstances. There 
are a number of 


roads that could claim 


the right to. make similar arrangements 


if the St. Joe & Grand Island opens the pro- 


sed line. A new basis of division upon a 
ine passing through Seneca and Topeka 
would be likely to follow at no distant day. 
The Rock Isiand already claims it; the Mis- 


svuri Pacific with equal justice might claim 


it; it might with equal propriety be extended 
to ‘the Union Pacific at Manhattan, Irving, 
Marysvilie, and other junction points. If the 

posed concession is made upon grain and 
five stock east-bound there seems no good 
reason for restricting its application to those 
commodities or to east-bound freight, and a 
general overturning of the established basis 
of divisions might ensue.

INDICTED RAILROAD OFFICIALS, 


They Will Be Tried in the United States 
Court Tomorrow. 

General Freight Agent Alexander Mackay 
and other officials of the Michigan Central, 
who were indicted by the United States 
grand jury several months ago for violation 
of the Inter-State Commerce law, will be 
tried in the United States District 
Court in this city. tomorrow. The trial 
will be watched with great interest by 
railroad officials ail over the country, it 
bemg the first criminal prosecution for dis- 
crimination since the new law went into ef- 
fect. The indicted officials are charged with 
having aided and abetted a certain shipper 
to get better rates than other shippers by is- 
suing fraudulent bilis of lading or wayDilis. 
The alleged offense was committed before 
the Inter-State law was amended making 
shippers who secure discriminate rates ilable 
fer the offense the same as_  [fail- 
road officials, and consequently te 
Shipper in querction escapes prosecution. 
Arthur W. Street. who was Assistant Gen- 
erai Freicht Agent of the Michigan Central 
at the time, was subsequently discharged by 


the company on the ground that he per- 


mitted the shipper t> manipulate the way or 
e€xpeuse bills, who thereby secured a better 
fate than other snippers, without consulting 
his superior officers. Mr. Street’s friends 
Claimed he w ade the scapegoat to shield 
and to exonerate him 
trom biame tne Chicago Board of Trade was 
induced to prosecute the case before the Inter- 
State Commission, which resulted in the in- 
dictment of the Generali Freight Agent and 
other freight officials of ine Michigan Cen- 
tral, together with Mr. Street. It is believed 
the latter will turn State’s evidence and that 
his testimony will secure the convicuon of 
all the indicted officials.

THEIR CHARTERS REVOKED. 


The Enforcement of the Anti-Trust Law 
In MissourlL 

Sr. Louis, Mo., Noy. 25.—By the action of 
Secretary of State Lesueur yesterday, unde 
the provisions of the Anti-Pool and 
law passed by the Jast General A 
the State, the charters of 7 
doing business in Mis are revoked. The 
morning papers published lists, covering over 
four columns, giving the names of these cor- ° 
porations, local and foreign. Every sort of 
industry is represented, including ine Asso- 
ciated Press, Armour & Co., Seth Thomas 
Clock company, Union News company, West- 
ern Union Telegraph company, and a large 
numoer of big insurance companies. 

The Missouri corporations are almost all 
small concerns, though many industries with 
large capital are to be found in the list. Be- 
nevolent and even eleemosyuary institutions 
are not spared, the fiat having gone forth 
against various building associations, library 
associations, and cemeterv corporauorns. 

This action of the Secretary of State has 
been anticipated for some time. The follow- 
ing clause of the law ré@ferred to explains 
why he revoked these charters after giving 
the requisite thirty days’ notice: 

Sec. 7. It shall be the duty of the Secretary of 
State, upon satisfactory evidence that any com- 
pany or association of persons duly incorporated 
and operating under the laws of this State has 
entered into any trust, combination, or associa- 
ton as provided in the preceding provisions of 
this act, to give notice to such corporawon that 
unless they withdraw from and sever ail business 
connection with such trust, combinati@n, or asso- 
ciation their charter will be revoked @t the ex- 
piration of thirty days from date of such notice. 

In compliance with this section of the iaw 
Secretary of State Leseuer and his clerks 
have been busy for weeks sending the 7,500 
corporations, iocai atid foreign, doing Dusiness 
in Missouri, copies of the Anti-Trust law, ac- 
companied by a circular letter asking for in- 
formation, under oath, whether said corpora- 
tion has, since the date of approval of said 
act, merged all or any part of its business or 
interest in or with any trust, combination, or 
association of persons or stockholders. as 
named and described in the provisions of the 
act. Refusal to make oath, it was stated, 
would result in the immediate revocation of 
the charter. If the corporation replied show- 
ing that it was merged or in combination 
with any trust prosecution would fallow 
‘under Sec. 3 of tne act. Of the 4,500 Missouri 
corporations and 3,000 foreign companies 
notified only 5,250 made reply. 

Now that the blow has fallen it begins to 
look as if tne large amount of work done by 
the Secretary of Stute under the law would 
result in little good. Abie lawyers have con- 
tended ever since the law was passed that it 
was technically weak and would not stand 
the test to which it would be put. ‘the first 
section, it is claimed, is fauity in grammat-- 
ical construction: the penalties imposed are, 
in the case atleast of the foreign corpora- 
tions, impossible to be enforced, and will 
consequentiy be laughed at, ana there was 
not adequate provision made to cover such 
companies and corporations as had reorgan- 
jzea and changea the corporate pame. Hence 
the commoton among businéss-meo when 
the jist of delinquents was published was not 
great. Under tue law the prosecuting attor- 
neys in the various counties are required to 
bring suit against the corporations that have 
not complied with it, wna this will doubtless 
result in sume trials in the near tuture. A 
test case will speedily be made to determine 
whether the law stands for anything or is a 
dead letter. 

Of the 700 St. Louis corporations lifted, an 
evening paper claims that but twenty are 
still in existence, tne rest having either be- 
come bankrupt, reorganized under.a new 
name, or lapsed through having completed 
the purpose. for which they were formed. 
The managers of the few affected are in no 
way alarmed. Some of them claim that they 
have complied with the law; others that they 
failed to receive the notice, while a few have 
put on a beid face and have paid no attention 
to the notice tor the purpose of testing the 
law’s efficiency. Among the latter are com- 
panies manufacturing bagging. They are 
reported as saying: ‘Tell the pulblic we 
will continue doing business at the old stand, 
under the same old name, in the same old 
way, and we don’t see how the Secretary of 
State is going to stop us. If we get into the 
courts with some of our customers it may 
come up by their trying to bring our stock- 
holders in as partners in a simple mercantile 
firm. Of course we will demur and * knock 
them out.’ ” 

The manager of the Western Union Tele- 
grapb company here claims that he received 
no notice. The company’s contract with the 
State was made priorto the passage of the 
Anti-Trust law, and they will continue to do 
business, giving bondif necessary pending 
any litigation. it is said that aBSt. Louis 
manufacturing firm will test the constitu- 
tionality of tne law in the Federal courts on 
the ground that it would operate as an abro- 
gation of inter-State rights and franchises, 
over which it has no power. 

One good effect of the law, says the Secre- 
tary of State, will be that an immense amount 
of rubbish will be taken out of the archives of 
the State. Another benefit will be that new 
corporations will be able to take the names of 
some of the dead corporations. The revoca- 
tion ot ail these charters will furnish new 
corporations with plenty of expressive names 
to select from. 

Tonight Secretary Leseuer stated to a rep- 
resentative of the Aepublic that he, had re- 
ceived a number of letters and telegrams to- 
day from corporations asking that he elim- 
inate them from his list, as they intended 
compliance with the iaw, but his reply was 
in eaah case that the result was due to their 
own negligence, and he had no aifernative 
but to comply with the jaw.

THE NEGRO IS THERE TO STAY. 


A Colored Bishop’s Appeal for Christian 
Education for His Kace. 

Ricumonp, Va. Nov. 15.—Today, before 
the Virginia Methodist Conference, Bishup 
Haisey of the African Methodist Church cre- 
ated a stir and won applause by. a speech. 
He is a negro, and was formerly a slave. His 
address was in behalf of the Payne Institute 
of Augusta, where young colored men are 
educated for the ministry. In the course of 


his remarks he said: 

‘* We are a part of you, so far as Uhristian 
work goes. 1 am for God, for home, for na- 
tive land, and I was born here. The colored 
man hasaciaim on you. He is the mudsill 
of society. Years ago he helped to build 
your railroads, cleared your forests, worked 
your farms, ‘and for years has lived with you. 

‘*Some people talk about sending the negro 
away. Ifany of you want to go you can do 
so. lam already colonized. here.. The ques- 
tion is not whether the white man is better 
than the negro, but whether the négro can 
be made a good Christian. | can well re- 
member when our master went to the war 
and lremained at home and protected his 
family. And there is Many a man bere who 
was reared by a black mammy.” | 

Referring to rne frequency with which the 
meinbers of the colored Methodist Uhurch 
vote the Democratic ticket he said: “I gen- 
erally vote as I pray. Ido not see why a col- 
ored man should not be a Democrat jas well 
as anything else. Theréis so much rascal- 
ity 1n both parties that it 1s hard to tell some- 
times how to vote. The negroes need a 
chureh in its purest sense without Republic- 
an or Democratic policy. We want your 
image and superscription upon this work. 
The country is yours. The negro is here to 
stay and you must Christianize him. There 
is po question of social equality. Christian 
teaching is what I am after.” 

The crowded assembly of whites applauded 
and frequent amens were heard.

The case of Alfred. M, Hoyt, Theodore J. 
Husted, Leonard Hazietin, and George L. Dun- 
lap against the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul 
railway company for breach of covenant on a 
lease now held by Munger, Wheeler & Co.. the 
elevator owners, was béfore Judge Altgeld yes- 
terday. The lease was mads Feb. 18, 1880, when 
the railway company agreed to let Perry H. 
Smith and George L. Dunlap bave the piece of 
land at the north side of Fulton street, on the 
west bank of the river, for a term of ten years at 
& rental at $3850 a year. The lessees were 
to erect" a 700,000 bushel grain elevator 
the company agreeing to store at least 5,000,000 
bushels of grain 4 year at the prevailing rate of 
storage, and to pay one cent a bushel for the de- 
ficiency. The plaintiffs claimed that during the 
year 1888 the company put in but 1,883,479 bushels, 
making a shortage of 3,116,521 bushels, for which 
the elevator owners cla:imad $31,16. The com- 
pany demurred to the declaration, maintaining 
that it was not sufficiently specific in its terms. 
The court held differently, but the railway's at 
torneys decided to stand on the deniurrer and 
Judge Altgeld entered judgment for thé plaintiffs 
for $32,799, principal and interest. An appeal 
was taken.. 


Currier Muat Kxplain. 

Ex-Jailer Thomas H. Currier appeared in Judge 
Tuley’s court yesterday to answer a rule to show 
cause why he shouldn't be attached for contempt 
ofcourt. He was appointed receiver in a litiga- 
tion over a partnership between ex-Lieutenant 
of Detectives Reuben Slayton and John B. Ben- 
nettin a livery stable at No. 586 West Van Buren 
street. Currier reported that he had collected 
$508 and had expended $246. The Judge asked 
what he had done with the property. ‘* We ad- 
mit that Mr. Currier sold the property,” said 
Currier’s attorney, “and that he made a mis- 
take, but it was done with the consent of Ben- 
nett and under circumstances which Currier ex- 
piains in affidavits.”’ 

“It makes no difference with whore consent 
the sale wasmade, said the court, “it was a 
most unheard of thing. The receiver comes into 
courtand admits he has beea unfaithful to bis 
trust. Let the affidavits on behalf of the re- 
ceiver be filed‘and the uttorneys muy have until 
Tuesday to answer them. lwill give Mr. Cur- 
rier a chance to explain his behavior.’

From Prot Swing’s Saturday Letter: It is a 
pity for*William Waldorf Astor that he has re- 
vealed not only an ignorance of the facts of his 
country, but a still deeper ignorance of the méan- 
ing of the word ‘‘literature.”’ it did not occur to 
him that it would be better to have the front 
door of one’s dwelling house ovened by a house- 
maid than to have the Astor literary gate opened 
by a fish-woman.

Astor may be inside in good style, but as to his 
literary house he seems to be sitting on the front 
steps not ouly with his coat off, but, as it would 
seem, in his stocking-feet.

men of considerable property and vanity. And 
sympatoy should further be extendedto Mr. 
Astor thatin hisno doubt familiar intercourse 
with Whittier, Emerson, and otner of his as- 
sumed associates be has suffered the indignity of 
being ushered in by a housemaid. ~ He kaows” 
the contemptible palace of an Abraham Lincoln 
where no butier answered the bell, but where 
the misguided man actually opened the front 
door himself. 

There is no end to the sympathy which the 
West would now cheerfully extend to William 
Waidorf Astor.for not only does his literary 
taste awaken compassion, but his logical faculty 
1s enough to make common sense sit down and 
have a goodcry! Foronly behold the situation!

Labor's Share of Production. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 2%.—[Editor of The Tribune. ]— 
In your recent answer to Edwin Meade on “ La- 
bor’s Share of Production” you state that the 
labor in the coal and cotton which the cotton 
manufacturer buys is not represented at all in 
the United States census reports. Of course it 
costs labor to mine coal and cultivate cotton and 
transport it; but is not this given in the United 
States census reports of hands hired in mines, 
railrvads, and agricultural laborers? If so are 
you not mistaken in your statement? There is 
no reason why this labor should be in 
the reports of the cotton industry or aay other 
industry. 

If you igure the previous lavor bestowed on 
any raw product you must also re their 
tts. Thus in ten businesses each paying 
labor 2 per cent of the cost would 


ts 
labor account of $200 to every $1,000 of ~ cost of | 


the product and of course @ net profit to 
each from the raw product up. I de 
not understand why rou should consider it 
necessary to so state the problem, for on your 
plan 1t would be impossible to figure the labor 
on any article of manufacture. Labor ceases to 
be such when once it is the completed — 
and labor paid for, such as iron. It then 
material to form the basis of an entirely new line 
of operations. 

seeey kind of property is labor, but you must 
stop somewhere, or what are you going to osli 
‘‘material”—such as, sey, “building ms 
terial”? You siso speak of the wages 
farmers alone doubling the wages bill of the 
country. The farmer works, as does tne 
manufacturer and everybody, but is be & laborer, 
strictly speaking? Has he not capital invested 
the seme 4s e merchant and manufacturer, 
and does he not look for the profit of his business 
to pay him? How, then, is he a laborer any 
more than the merchant? I am trying to under- 
stand this tariff problem, but it seems unseces- 
sarily complicated. MANUFACTURER. 

(The census gives the number of men working 
in coal mines, railroads, and on farms. but does 

ot tell what proportion of their products wus 

consumed by tne manufacturers, and it does not 
give their wages in the manufacturing table. 
The labor expended on cotton in the fields is not 
given in any report of the cotton spinning in- 
dustry and has to be supplied from other sources, 
There is hence no repetition. 

The correspondent seems to think all the farm- 
er produces should be credited to him as capital- 
ist and nothing as wages. Supposing the farm- 
er, old in years, wants to cease farm work, Dut 
not to sell bis farm. He gets a tenant, who does 
all the work, furnishes the horses, Wagons, 
plows, and other tools and machinery necessary, 
and in return gives his landlord @ part of the 
crop, usually one-third. or money rent which it 
is presumed will on the sverage represent it.
